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4 convicted in Watergate coverup 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A federal 
court jury Wednesday convicted former 
Atty. Gen. Joiin N. Mitchell, Nixon White 
House aides H.R. Haldeman and John D. 
Ehriichman, and campaign lawyer Rob­ 
ert C. Mardian for conspiracy in the cov­ 
er-up (rf the Watergate scandal. 
After a three-month trial and exactly 
15 hours of secret deliberations, the jury 
returned a guilty verdict against four of 
former President Richard M. Nixon’s 
most trusted aides in the nation’s great­ 
est political scandal. 
A fifth defendant, attorney Kenneth W. 
Parkinson, was acquitted. 
U.S. DISTRICT Judge John J. Sirica re­ 
leased Mitchell, Haldeman, Ehriichman 
and Mardian on personal bond pending a 
pre-sentencing report by probation offi­ 
cers. 
The four stood silently as the jury filed 
into Sirica’s courtroom at 3 p.m. CST on 
a quiet New Year’s Day in Washington 
and jury foreman John A. Hoffar, a re­ 
tired U.S. Park Police sergeant and reg­ 
istered Republican, handed over a thick 
brown envelope. 
The court clerk asked if the jurors had 
reached a verdict. “Yes, they have,’* 
Hoffar resonded. 
The defendants showed no emotion as 
the verdicts were read before the hushed

courtroom. Mitchell turned and whis­ 
pered something to his lawyers as the 
clerk intoned “guilty . . . guilty . . . guil­ 
ty. . .guilty.. .guilty.” 
LATER. MITCHELL said he would im­ 
mediately file an appeal, for which he 
said he had “fifty” grounds to sustain his 
claim of innocence. 
Among the Haldeman family, only Su­ 
san Haldeman, a law student who had 
remained seated close to her father 
throughout the trial, lost her composure. 
She burst into tears as she left the court­ 
room. 
Long after Silica and the dozen jurors 
had left the room, Mardian, a former as-

sistant attorney general under Mitchell, 
sat alone at the defense table with his 
head buried in his hands. He finally left, 
totally distraught, in his wife’s arms. 
“I feel great — a new lease on life,” 
exclaimed Parkinson, who had been in­ 
dicted for conspiracy and obstruction of 
justice. He formerly was a lawyer for 
the Committee for Re-Election of the 
President in 1972. 
MITCHELL, WHO had resigned as 
Nixon’s campaign manager on June 30, 
1972, two weeks after the fateful break-in 
at Democratic national headquarters at 
the Watergate, was convicted of ob­ 
struction of justice, conspiracy and three

counts of lying to a federal grand jury 
and the Senate Watergate Committee. 
Mitchell and the other three were con­ 
victed of conspiracy in the cover-up of 
the scandal, and all but Mardian also 
were found guilty of obstruction of jus­ 
tice. 
Haldeman, former Nixon White House 
chief of staff, also was convicted of five 
counts of lying to the Watergate Com­ 
mittee. Ehriichman, former White House 
domestic affairs adviser, also was con­ 
victed on two counts of lying to the Wa­ 
tergate grand jury. 
There was no immediate reaction from 
San Clemente, Calif., where Nixon —

who resigned the presidency in disgrace 
on Aug. 9 — was recuperating in seclu­ 
sion from a major illness that brought 
him to the brink of death after he left the 
White House. 
THE JURORS, sequestered for three 
months, had not been told of Nixon’s ill­ 
ness. 
Both Haldeman and Ehriichman re­ 
signed from Nixon’s staff on April 30, 
1973, as the Watergate revelations began 
to engulf the White House. Nixon accept­ 
ed their resignations with regret, calling 
them “two of the greatest public ser­ 
vants” he had ever known. 
All the former Nixon aides who were

convicted could be sentenced to lengthy 
prison terms under the maximum penal­ 
ties prescribed for their offenses. 
For instance, Mitchell, Haldeman and 
Ehriichman each could be sentenced to 
IO years in prison and $15,000 in fines as 
the maximum penalty for conspiracy and 
obstruction of justice. 
Of the four, only Mitchell seemed re­ 
laxed. 


“Do I have any reaction?” he said, 
puffing on his pipe as he repeated a re­ 
porter's question. “Can’t you guess?” 
Then he quipped he might “go to the

City seeking federal aid 


Des Plaines, like the other large municipalities within the 
loth Congressional District, has called for additional federal 
assistance in dealing with future solid-waste disposal and 
transportation problems. 
Those two areas were singled out by Des Plaines, Skokie 
and Evanston in a recently released survey compiled by U.S. 
Rep. Samuel H. Young, R-lOth. 
Young said the survey was taken to allow communities to 
compile an inventory of the needs, plans and projects that 
will be required during the next five to ten years. 


MOST EMPHASIS seemed to be placed on seeking federal 
assistance and funds for storm and sewer and flood control 
projects. The survey also indicated most communities would 
be interested in federal assistance on solid waste disposal and 
reclamation projects. 
Besides the waste-disposal-related areas, most towns in­ 
dicated a need for additional federal assistance for road 
maintenance. 
Most towns cited the need for increased state maintainence 
on roads and increased resurfacing and repaving programs. 
The need for additional traffic signals and general street 
lighting programs also was cited. 
Des Plaines officials indicated they were not seeking feder­ 
al assistance in the area of law enforcement. Like many 
other communities in the survey, city officials specifically 
said they did not need federal assistance for police training 
programs, equipment, facilities or drug-abuse-enforcement 
programs. 
All of the communities polled said they were generally 
pleased with the federal revenue sharing program. Young 
said.

Mikva gets support in airport noise fight 


A five-story office building at 999 
Touhy Ave. was burglarized Monday 
with typewriters and calculators valued 
at more than $16,500 reported missing, 
police said Tuesday. 
Eight companies with offices in the 
building were hit in the burglary, al­ 
though one office, Tallman Wenger Inc., 
reported nothing was taken. All the of­ 
fices were on the first and second floors 
of the building. 
Police said in each case a pry tool was 
used to open the front door of the offices 
and electric typewriters and calculators 
were taken. 
Offices hit in the burglary included 
Cast North America, missing $1,973 
worth of equipment; Trammel Crow, 


missing $2,228 worth of equipment; Six 
Flags, Inc., hit for $1,275 worth of equip­ 
ment; Sebrite, reporting $7,762 worth of 
equipment missing; Respiratory Care 
Inc., missing equipment worth $820; CR 
Sales Corp., missing equipment worth 
$525; 
and MAE Alstot, 
March and 
Guillou Inc., reporting equipment valued 
at $1,960 missing. 
The incident marked the second time 
in the past five weeks that a large office 
building has been burglarized. Over the 
four-day Thanksgiving holiday, an office 
building at 2500 Devon Ave., also report­ 
ed a series of burglaries with the same 
type of equipment taken. 
Police are investigating a possible con­ 
nection between the incidents.

Dave Thoma sees the key to revitaliz­ 
ing downtown Des Plaines in many of 
the existing buildings in the city, rather 
than the glass-and-brick structures that 
now loom in the future for the central 
business district.

A long-time resident of the city, Thoma 
took the real-world problem of downtown 
redevelopment back to school with him 
as a topic for a semester-long project. 


“I WANTED TO keep the identity of 
Des Plaines as it is now,” Thoma said. 
In explaining the plan, he said the idea 
of the open mall and modern trans­ 
portation center in the block along Miner 
Street between Lee and Pearson streets 
is the focal point to the over-all area. 


“The train has been vital to the devel­ 
opment of the city and we should recog­ 
nize that,” he said. The open space 
around the center is a land bridge that 
would link the north and south sides of 
the downtown area. 
Thoma believes the building of a park­ 
ing garage there would be a mistake be­ 
cause it would form a barrier. 
GENERALLY, 
Thoma 
believes his 
plans are consistent with the city’s mas-

Under Mikva’s plan an airport noise- 
pollution-control board would be created 
for every airport whenever 60 per cent of 
the persons living in the airport’s noise 
impact area are not residents of the city 
which owns the airport. 
“Chicago is far enough away from 
O’Hare to escape the worst of the noise,” 
Mikva said. He noted that Congress 
should act on this issue because most

THE PROPOSAL would allow the local

Grim economic year ends; little cheer as ’75 begins

Americans ended 1974 with their stan­ 
dard of living eroded by the worst infla­ 
tion ever, and hundreds of thousands lost 
their jobs in the worst recession since 
World War II. 
Prospects for 1975 promised little to 
cheer about. 
During 1974, prices rose 12.2 per cent 
over-all. Certain commodities, such as 
sugar and oil, cut even deeper into pock­ 
etbooks, soaring 400 per cent 
In the last half of the year, a severe 
recession gripped the nation and by the 
New Year unemployment approached 7 
per cent of the work force — more than 
6.5 million persons, the worst in 13 years. 
Layoffs in the auto, construction, appli­ 


ance and textile industries reached de­ 
pression levels. 
And economists said Tuesday in year- 
end reviews that things would get worse 
in 1975 — at least until the beginning of 
an anticipated recovery toward the end 
of the year. 
“We are starting 1975 in a less favor­ 
able position than a year ago at this 
time,” the International Statistical Bu­ 
reau aaid. 
Inflation, unemployment, the energy 
crunch and international disturbances 
will continue to plague the economy, the 
bureau said. 
“The way things look now,’* said Nat 
Goldfinger, director of research for the 
AFL-CIO, “there probably will be an 8 


per cent unemployment rate by the sum­ 
mer, if not earlier. More workers are 
getting laid off. There is a threat of 
widespread bankruptcies and even the 
threat of bank failures.” 


The recession, Goldfinger said, “is fast 
becoming the most prolonged and deep­ 
est recession since the 1930s.” 
Tilton! C. Gaines of Manufacturers 
Hanover Bank of New York said, how­ 
ever, consumers could look foward to 
lower prices “within a few months.” The 
lower prices will appear when recent re­ 
ductions in raw materials reach the re­ 
tail level, he said. 


As 1974 ended and 1975 began, there 
were these developments: 


• President Ford 
approved 
100,000 
public service jobs and abandoned the 5.5 
per cent income tax surcharge. Even as 
Ford signed a bill to help persons thrown 
out of work by the recession, Labor Sec­ 
retary Peter J. Brennan said local gov­ 
ernments have been slow to use the $955 
million in the funds previously provided 
for jobs. He said if the funds are not 
used, they would be lost. In Vail, Colo., 
White Houes Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
said Ford would not resubmit the income 
tax surcharge, a cornerstone of the ad­ 
ministration’s 
anti-inflation 
program, 
when he makes new economic proposals 
to Congress in mid-January. 
• Starting New Year s day, middle 
and upper income workers got a 5.85 per 


cent cut in their take-home pay with re­ 
sumption of Social Security withholding. 
For those from whom withholding was 
stopped when they reached 1974 limits 
late in the year, the additional money 
was a windfall. (See story’ on page 6.) 


• For the first time since the Great 
Depression, Americans were allowed to 
buy and sell gold. An anticipated gold 
rush failed to develop, forcing gold 
prices down from record prices of nearly 
$200 an ounce. (See story section 2, page 
4.) 


• Raw sugar prices dropped 2 cents a 
pound again to 47.50 cents in New York 
in a continuing rollback in the raw price 
that had sent retail prices to nearly $1 a 


pound a month ago. Consumers cut sug­ 
ar use and retailers sold sugar at a loss. 


• Higher prices for natural gas im­ 
ported from Canada went into effect New 
Year’s Day. The Canadian government 
has raised the price 30 per cent and 
plans to raise it another 30 per cent late 
in 1975 or early in 1976. 


• In New York, the stock market rose 
in a traditional year-end rally but still 
ended the year with one of the worst 
losses of stock values in history. The Dow 
Jones industrial average, which began 
the year at 850, closed 1974 at 616.24, the 
worst point loss ever. The percentage de­ 
cline of 27.5 per cent was the worst since 
1937.

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Suburbs to feel food stamp pinch 


Senior citizens and other Northwest 
suburban residents living on fixed in­ 
comes could be greatly affected by in­ 
creases in the U.S. Dept, of Agriculture’s 
food stamp costs, a major part of Presi­ 
dent Gerald Ford’s budget slashing pro­ 
posals. 
The reduction calls for food stamp pur­ 
chasers to pay a flat 30 per cent of net 
income, said Russell Forte, of USDA’s 
Chicago office. If approved, the revised 
plan would go into effect March I. 
An Agriculture Department spokesman 
said Tuesday officials will make their fi­ 
nal decision on the plan “very shortly,” 
and indicated the department probably 
will stick by the initial proposal. 
At present, the amount that must be 
paid varies according to a sliding scale 
but the average food stamp user now 
pays about 23 per cent of his or her net 
income, Forte said. 
He said USDA has been “flooded” with 
negative reaction to the proposal and is 
currently reviewing all opposing views. 
“We are looking for help in making a 
decision.” he added, noting “nobody 
knows when any decision will be made or 
announced,” though Forte believes it 


could come within the week. 
Forte said he believes the changes 
would “simplify” admistration of the 
program and shorten the waiting period 
between application for and approval of 
benefits. 
While Washington offices of USDA ap­ 
pear to be receiving the brunt of protest 
against suggested cut-backs, word does 
not appear to have spread widely. 
John Sullivan, who handled food stamp 
distribution at the Northwest Opportunity 
Center siJd no official bulletin has come 
into his office Sullivan said one person 
called to inquire “but we couldn’t give 
him any information because we just 
don’t have it.”

serving Schaumburg Township, said he 
had not heard about the proposal either 
officially or from members of his senior 
citizens group. 
“Our people feel it’s about time for a 
cut,” commented Elizabeth Meyer, di­ 
rector of Mount Prospect Extensioneers. 
Mrs. Meyer said the subject came up at 
a recent social gathering and members 
“talked much” of it. 


KT A taxes to he used at source 


Suburban residents will have some pro­ 
tection in a provision of the new Region­ 
al Transportation Authority law, which 
requires all RTA tax revenue raised in a 
county to be spent in that county. Gov. 
Dan Walker signed that provision Tues­ 
day. 


The new provision is one of a list of 
amendments to the RTA legislation. 
Walker had vetoed part of the list and 
sent it back to the General Assembly for 
approval. 


The final form Walker signed into law 
left out a provision for the Chicago Tran­ 
sit Authority or local governments to ap­ 


ply for federal funds without going 
through the RTA. The by-pass provision 
was said to be aimed at the CT A, to al­ 
low it to operate with miniminal RTA 
control. 
The RTA board has instituted no taxes 
yet because a full-time chairman has not 
been appointed. The RTA bill allows the 
RTA to add a 5 per cent gasoline tax and 
a surcharge on public parking facilities 
in the six-county RTA area. Other fund 
sources include a portion of the state 
sales tax from the six county-area and 
part of the Chicago vehicle registration 
fees. The new amendment applies only to 
the gasoline and parking taxes. 
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She said Extensioneers are critical of 
purchasing habits of some food stamp 
users they have observed whom they be­ 
lieve “buy too many snick-snacks, like 
potato chips.” 


Mrs. Meyer explained that many group 
members “lived through the big depres­ 
sion and feel it taught them economy,” 
adding that one man said it is “neces­ 
sary” to make people realize “bread and 
butter are more important than liquor, 
cigarettes and potato chips.” 


Nancy Follett, Oak Park Township su­ 
pervisor, described changes in the food 
stamp plan as “effectively eliminating 
all persons with a net monthly income of 
between $154 and $194. These people now 
pay $33 to $36 per month for $46 in 
stamps, Mrs. Follett said, stressing that 
the new plan would require payment of 


$46 to $58 per month for the same 
amount of stamps. 
Virginia Johnson, a Palatine Town­ 
ship social worker, said she is “against” 
the proposed change, because she feels 
many eligible people now do not buy 
stamps “because they can’t afford to pay 
out that much money in a lump sum.” 
Wheeling Township Supervisor Ethel 
Kolerus said she tends to “feel any 
change like this should be made with ex­ 
treme caution.”

Vem Laubenstein considers the proposal 
poorly timed, since the “human area-se­ 
nior citizens, the handicapped and those- 
on fixed income” have already been hard 
hit by the economic situation.

about the law which was passsd in 1973 
and put into effect on New Year’s Day, 
1974. 
“The benefits of this new law, in our 
e x p e r i e n c e , is very questionable,” 
Spiotto said. “As far as we’re concerned, 
we’re better off without the right-tum-on- 
red.” 


Spiotto said he checked with his traffic 
division officers and, while he has “no 
empirical data to support this . . . we’ve 
had an increase in injury accidents.” 
The major problem, he said, is the mo­ 
torists’ failure to yield the right-of-way to 
pedestrians before turning through a red 
light. 
“We’ve had innumerable complaints 
from pedestrians who feel their safety is 
being 
jeopardized, 
especially 
around 
schools,” he said. 


Cities are empowered, by terms of the 
law, to ban the turns at any intersection. 
Many, including Chicago, have prohibit­ 
ed them at crossings where such maneu­ 
vers would be dangerous. 


Moline Sgt. Bill Fisher agreed with 
Spiotto that his department has had “a 
lot of pedestrian complaints, especially 
at school crossings.” 
But, Fisher said, he has only seen 
about three accidents related to the new 
law, out of about 2,100 total mishaps for 
the year. 
“As far as I’m concerned, ifs an over­ 
whelming success and it really moves 
the traffic,” Fisher added. 
Others agreed the new law has speeded 
the movement of traffic — particularly 
in downtown areas. 
Maxwell reported “a couple of acci­ 
dents” in Quincy but only one involving a 
pedestrian. “The law was designed to 
move traffic and that’s what ifs doing,” 
he said. 
Pickett said Rockford police have also 
had “a few complaints from pedestrians 
who say they’re not being yielded to.” 
But over-all, he said, “the effect here 
has been real good.” 
Mounce said Bloomington has experi­ 
enced “minimal” accidents as a result of 


the new law and “now it’s really moving 
traffic.” 
Other cities reported even fewer prob­ 
lems. Belleville Police Sgt. Gene Bolar 
said his community has seen “no notice­ 
able increase in accidents.” Peoria pa­ 
trolman Charles Lyons said he knows of 
not a single ticket issued for failure to 
yield. And Springfield traffic officer 
Mary Weichert said her department 
abandoned separate record-keeping for 
right-tum-on-red accidents and violations 
because “there weren’t enough to make 
it worthwhile.” 


Lyons said the law has proven so effec­ 
tive in Peoria that “ifs reduced our tie- 
up situation by up to IO minutes and has 
eliminated a lot of the blockage of side 
thoroughfares.” 
The law provides specifically that a 
motorist, after stopping at a red light, 
may turn right without waiting for thq 
light to turn green. He must, however* 
yield to any cross traffic and to any pe­ 
destrians in the intersection.

Venezuela takes control of 2 U.S. firms 
Venezuela formally took over holdings of two American 
steel companies Wednesday but President Carlos Andres Per­ 
ez said his government was not using iron and oil as in­ 
struments of retaliation and confrontation. Perez raised the 
Venezuelan flag on Bolivar Hill, to symbolize the nation­ 
alization of the operations of U.S. Steel and Bethlehem Steel. 
Perez said the U.S. trade bill which affects Venezuela and 
other members of the Organization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries “offends our country” and creates a climate of 
confrontation which threatens world peace. 


N o comment on Brezhnev illness report 
The Soviet foreign ministry Wednesday refused to comment 
on Cairo reports that Communist party General Secretary 
Leonid I. Brezhnev has been confined to bed in a sanatorium. 
“We will not comment on any such reports,” said ministry 
spokesman. The reports said Brezhnev’s state of health was 
the main reason for the announced indefinite postponement of 
his Jan. 14 trip to Egypt, Syria and Iraq. 


Ski bus crash kills 23 
A bus full of holiday skiers plunged off a winding road in 
the Japanese Alps W’ednesday and floated on the waters of a 
lake for a few seconds before it sank, killing 23 persons. 
Police at Omachi, 125 miles northwest of Tokyo, said another 
36 passengers and the driver escaped and swam to safety 
before the bus went down in the chilly waters of Lake Aoki. 


Viet commies capture military quarters 
Vietnamese Communist forces Wednesday captured the last 
military headquarters in Phuoc Long province, 66 miles 
northeast of Saigon. At about the same time President Ngu­ 
yen Van Thieu of South Vietnam was predicting a harsh New 
Year for government forces. The Communists insist they will 
keep fighting until Thieu is overthrown and the United States 
stops sending aid to South Vietnam.

Squad cars collide, 2 dead 
Two squad cars responding to the same call collided on 
Chicago’s South Side early Wednesday, killing two policemen 
and injuring two others. Authorities said both cars were driv­ 
ing toward a CTA station where a gunman was reported. The 
two patrolmen killed were Daniel E. Howrard, 26, and Donald 
Andrews. 36. 


C h icago Bar pleads for revenue funds 
U.S. Attorney General William Saxbe has been asked to see 
that Chicago gets $76 million in federal revenue sharing funds 
that have been denied the city in a federal court ruling. The 
Chicago Bar Association, in a letter to Saxbe this week, said 
Chicago desperately needs the money. “It (withholding the 
funds) can have serious consequences to the city and all its 
residents in that it will raise financial problems that may 
interfere with the continuing operation of programs relating 
to public health and safety,” the CBA said in its letter.

Police using an armor-plated “anti riot” vehicle arrested 42 
persons early Wednesday and dispersed 1,500 New Year’s 
revelers who began throwing rocks, bottles and beer cans at 
officers along a strip of Fort Lauderdale Beach. The incident 
was the third New' Year’s in a row that police have broken up 
unruly crowds which have poured out of beach-front bars into 
the streets along a four-block stretch of highway AIA. Last 
year, 27 persons were injured in a New Year’s riot. 


Indians occupy Shawano building 
In Shawano, Wis. Wednesday, a group of Indians identifying 
themselves as members of the “Menominee Warrior Society” 
occupied a closed building belonging to a Catholic religious 
order and ousted the caretaker and his family. A spokesman 
for the Indians said they would hold the area until some 
agreement was reached with the religious order, the Alexian 
Brothers, “returning” the 37-acre site and its buildings to the

Justice Douglas suffers a stroke 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Justice Wil­ 
liam O. Douglas, who has served on the 
Supreme Court longer than any other 
man. suffered a severe stroke while 
vacationing in Nassau and was rushed 
Wednesday to Walter Reed Army Hospi­ 
tal in serious condition. 
Douglas, a staunchly liberal member 
of the court since his appointment in 
1939, was reported resting comfortably in 
the intensive care unit of the medical 
center. 
A court spokesman said Douglas suf­ 
fered a “cerebral-vascular accident” — 
the medical term for a stroke. Douglas 
had a pacemaker implanted in his chest 
six years ago because the rate of his 
heartbeat was abnormally slow. 
Douglas was stricken on Nassau Tues­ 
day night and taken to Princess Marga­ 
ret Hospital. President Ford was notified 
of the stroke by Chief Justice Warren 
Burger and dispatched an Air Force plane 
to take Douglas’ doctor to Nassau and to 
bring the Justice and his wife Cathy 
back to Washington. 


Douglas, though a noted outdoors man, 
hiker and nature lover, has paid the 
price on occasion for his activities. 


He cut down on his mountain climbing 
as he neared his 70s, saying “I’ve had 
amoebic dysentery three times and that 
takes some of the motivation out of trav­ 
eling.” 


All Douglas’ colleagues on the court 
who are in Washington have been noti­ 
fied, a court spokesman said. Burger 
telephoned some of them and asked that 
they contact the others. 


Douglas took his seat on the court in 
1939 when he was 40 and has been a jus­ 
tice longer than any other in Supreme 
Court history. 


He has always been known as a non­ 
conformist and — particularly since Bur­ 
ger became chief justice in 1969 — as a 
dissenter. 
Off the bench he has tended to speak 
out forcefully on subjects of public con­ 
cern, especially foreign affairs. He la­ 


beled America’s post-war Asian policy as 
“bankrupt.” 
He has been among those taking the 
Central Intelligence Agency to task for 
excessive secrecy and what he called im­ 
proper interference in the affairs of for­ 
eign governments. 
Only a few days ago it was reported 
that Douglas’ telephone had been tapped 
by the CIA. His office said he would have 
no comment on the subject. 
Douglas always has believed the Con­ 
stitution was written to protect the poor 
and the helpless. 
.His clearcut views have brought pre­ 
dictably liberal decisions. They won him 
many friends and at least as many 
enemies in business and politics. He 
lived to see his ideas accepted by a ma­ 
jority of the court and rejected once 
again under Burger. 
Douglas was chosen to the bench by 
President Franklin D. Roosevelt, the 
youngest appointee in 128 years. Last 
year he surpassed Stephen J. Field’s 
record of 34 years.

Bill protecting 


privacy now law 


VAIL, Colo. (UPI) — President Ford 
Wednesday signed a privacy bill passed 
in the wake of Watergate, pledging his 
administration “will act aggressively to 
protect the right of privacy for every 
American.” 
He said the new’ law signified a “his­ 
toric beginning by codifying fundamental 
principles to safeguard personal privacy 
in the collection and handling of recorded 
personal 
information by the federal 
agencies.” 
The President also vetoed a bill in­ 
creasing mileage and per diem pay for 
government officials, senators and dis­ 
abled veterans forced to travel to receive 
treatment. 


Union president James R. Hoffa for the 
Justice Department, announced he was 
resigning immediately to return to law 
practice in Nashville, Term. 
“It’s not a happy occasion,” Neal told 
reporters. “We prosecuted as fairly as 
we could and as vigorously as we could.”

Charles W. Colson, a White House po­ 
litical operative, pleaded guilty to anoth­ 
er Watergate-related crime before the 
trial began, and Gordon C. Strachan, a 
Haldeman aide assigned to the Nixon 
campaign committee, successfully bid 
for a separate trial.

968 murders for the year 


by United Press International 
A record 968 murders were reported in 
Chicago in 1974, eclipsing the previous 
year’s high of 865, police said Wednes­ 
day. 
A drifter identified as Glen Bladen, 23, 
who was shot to death in a South Side 
alley, was the year’s last homicide vic­ 
tim. 
At least four new murders were report­ 
ed early Wednesday in the nation’s sec­ 
ond largest city. 
In the first double homicide of the 
year, Darlene Linzy, 23, a registered 
nurse and wife of policeman James A. 


Linzy, was charged with shooting to 
death two teen-aged girls in a South Side 
tavern. 
The dead were identified as Linda Goo- 
drum, 19, and her friend, Sharon Donald­ 
son, 18, both of Chicago. 
Police said the shootings followed an 
argument over a carelessly thrown ciga­ 
rette butt. Patrons said one of* the girls 
threw the stub at an ash tray on Mrs. 
Linzy’s table. A long argument ensued 
and one of the girls allegedly slapped 
Mrs. Linzy. 
Each girl was shot once in the chest 
with a .38 caliber revolver, police said.

While you're up to your eyebrows in holiday partying, 
school custodians are up to their elbows in soapsuds and 
school administrators have had it ‘‘up to here” with pa­ 
perwork. 
The traditional two-week winter break, “ salvation” for 
students, is just another couple of weeks of work for some 
of the people who staff area elementary and high schools. 
For the custodial staff, it's a time to wash, wax. repair 
and replace. “ We don't have that three-month summer 
vacation anymore to tear the whole building apart, clean 
it and get it back together again because of the length of 
summer school,” said Gary Tjarks, assistant principal at 
Forest View High School. 


W INTER VACATION is two weeks of catching up, tack­ 
ling major projects — “ lots of scrubbing and waxing, 
refinishing the gym floors, giving a general cleaning to 
major areas,” Tjarks said. 
“ We save the big jobs for this time,” he said. “ Some of 
the areas in the school are used so much you can’t get 
into hem without being disruptive when the kids are here. 
Those are the same areas that need it the most.” 
Custodians are on duty 24 hours a day at Forest View 
but still find it hard to keep up with daily cleaning, much 
less major projects. “ We have so much glass in this 
building we just can’t keep it clean,” Tjarks said. “ I 
could put one man on it full time and he still wouldn't get 
it all done.” 
During vacation. Forest View is getting all new lights in 


the stairwell, a sink for the band room and the heater in 
the dishwasher is being rebuilt. 
Some of the cars in the near empty parking lots in front 
of schools belong to administrators — principals, assist­ 
ant principals, superintendents and other staffers. 
“ Some things are easier to do when the kids are on 
vacation and the phones aren’t ringing or people con­ 
stantly stopping in the office,” said Jack Martin, Forest 
View principal. “ We’ve spent a large part of our time 
redoing the attendance procedure; I ve also worked on 
material preparing for an evaluation that’s coming up 
this spring.”

Although the academic halls are relatively quiet, some 
parts of the schools are noisier than ever. Girls’ and boys’ 
athletic teams fill the gymnasium, some choral and band 
directors bring the kids back early for practice and sev­ 
eral high schools are in the midst of play rehearsals. 
Still, it is peaceful while the students are gone. “ Every 
so often one of the little neighborhood kids comes in to 
take a look around,” Tjarks said. “ It’s kind of nice hav­ 
ing someone want to come here who doesn’t have to. But 
they get into so many things we have to hustle them out.

Motorists report windows hit by BBs 


Arlington Heights police blame parents 
who gave Christmas BB guns to their 
children for a rash of incidents involving 
youngsters shooting air rifles at passing 
cars, and at each other. 
At least two Arlington Heights motor­ 
ists have reported their car windows shot 
out this week, police said. In both cases 
the cars were traveling along Euclid Av­ 
enue. 
A 9-year-old Arlington Heights boy was 
shot once in the head and again in the 
shoulder by another youth while the two 
were shooting air rifles in a field south of 
Dundee Road. 


Firing a BB or pellet gun in the village 
is as illegal as the discharge of any other 
cartrdige-loading firearm, said Arling­ 
ton Heights Police Capt. Jack Aldrich.

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Housing act 
Communities 
pass up chance to 
get federal funds

Most communities In the Northwest 
suburbs are passing up a chance this 
year to share in federal money from the 
Housing and Community Development 
Act of 1974. 


And the two local suburbs assurred of 
money under the program, Arlington 
Heights and Des Plaines, are moving at 
very differing rates to meet the spring 
deadlines to apply for funds. 
The non-entitlement communities — 
municipalities of fewer than 50,000 per­ 
sons — have until Jan. 13 to tell the fed­ 
eral Dept, of Housing and Urban Devel­ 
opment if they plan to apply for some of 
the $889 million earmarked for those 
communities in 1975. 
If local municipalities don’t notify 
HUD by that date, their populations will 
be added to Cook County’s in deciding 
bow much money the county government 
will get as an urban county under the 
program, a HUD spokesman said. 


NILES IS THE only Cook County sub­ 
urb that has notified HUD it wants its 
population left out of the county total, the 
HUD spokesman said Tuesday. 
There is a requirement that in order to 
apply for community development mon­ 
ey a town must have prepared a housing 
assistance plan and a community devel­ 
opment plan. 


Although some observers have said the 
federal government is faying to force 
low-and mode^ate-income housing on the 
suburbs with the housing plan require­ 
ment. Harry Gottlieb says local commu­ 
nities aren’t actively avoiding low-and 
moderate-income housing in their deci­ 
sions to not seek the Community Devel­ 
opment money in 1975. 


Gottlieb, executive director of fne Re­ 
gional Housing Coalition, blames instead 
the federal government's slowness in get­ 
ting out guidelines and regulations to ap­ 
ply for the money. Tight application 
deadlines requiring a lot of work to be 
completed by early spring along with 
HUD statements that there isn’t much 
discretionary money for smaller commu­ 
nities in 1975 have combined to “unduly 
discourage’’ 
local communities 
from 
seeking the money, he said. 
“If the citizenry knew that the money 
was there — most communities do have 
needs which could be met with the mon­ 
ey — the rminicipalities would get more 
interested,” he said. 


GOTTLIEB CHARACTERIZED local 
communities as “cautious and slow” in 
moving on the program. “They’re trying 
to grasp the requirements,” lie said. 
The two local suburbs over the 50,000 
population cutoff are required to move a 
little faster if they want the money ear­ 
marked for their communities. 


Arlington Heights — slated to get 
$125,000 in 1975 and $459,000 for each of 
the next three years after that — has a 
second public hearing set on its commu­ 
nity development and housing assistance 
plan Jan. 9. A special policy team pre­ 
paring the village’s application for the 
money already has held one public hear­ 
ing on long-term community goals and is 
well on the way to meeting spring appli­ 
cation deadlines. 
Des Plaines, — promised $139,000 in 
1975 and $512,000 each year for the next 
three years after that — is just now 
forming a task force to help prepare the 
application for the program. Members of 
the force are expected to include repre­ 
sentatives of various city commissions 


and the Des Plaines Park District. They 
will work with Michael Richardson, the 
city director of planning and zoning. 
A CONTINUING controversy is ex­ 
pected concerning the funds in Des 
Plaines where some city council and 
housing commission members feel there 
are too many federal strings attached to 
the money. 
In Arlington Heights the list of press­ 
ing needs encompasses everything from 
storm water 
control 
and 
recreational 
space to senior citizen housing. 
Des Plaines officials have talked of us­ 
ing their city’s share of the money to buy 
an old Post Office building or to beef up 
the city’s streetlighting program. 


Nine non-entitlement communities are 
in various steps of finding out about the 
community development act and decid­ 
ing what to do about it. 


MOUNT PROSPECT Village Pres. 
Robert D. Teichert will ask his village 
board Jan. 14 to approve a resolution for 
preparation of a housing plan. Officials 
in the village had one special meeting to 
consider the community development 
act, but are focusing on the need for a 
local housing plan to protect the village 
against federally forced low-and moder- 
ate-income housing, rather than on seek­ 
ing any of the discretionary community 
development act money. 


Elk Grove Village officials say they’re 
not going to make application for the 
money at least during the first year of 
the program. If the village does seek the 
money next year, Trustee Michael Tosto 
said he would like to see the money used 
to cover open storm sewers in the vil­ 
lage. Catherine Duoba, chairman of the 
village housing commission, said she 
would like to see the funds used to seek 
additional recreational land for the vil­ 
lage, but she predicted Elk Grove’s 
“blight-free” appearance might make it 
difficult for the village to receive any of 
the discretionary money. 


Schaumburg has a subcommittee of 
the plan commission studying the need 
for low-and moderate-income housing, 
but there is no target date for the study 
to be completed and the village has no 
plans to seek community development 
funds in 1975. 


Hoffman Estates has been considering 
a type of housing ordinance for senior 
citizen housing, but Village Pres. Vir­ 
ginia Hayter said the village may let its 
population be added to the Cook County 
total. 


ROLLING MEADOWS officials have 
discussed the community development 
act only once at a public meeting and 
have no immediate plans to seek the 
money. 


Palatine Village Mgr. Anton H. Harwig 
said his community didn’t have the time 
or the money to prepare the applications 
for the discretionary funds. “It appears 
the program is such the village stands 
next to no chance to get the funds,” Har­ 
wig said, but the village may seek the 
money in future years, he said. 
Buffalo Grave trustees decided Dec. 9 
not to make up a housing plan and not to 
apply for the funds because they feel in­ 
come levels in the village would preclude 
Buffalo Grove from getting the federal 
money. 
Other local communities which have 
decided to take no action on either hous­ 
ing plans, community development plans 
or the applications for 1975 funds include 
Wheeling and Inverness. 


Social Security taxes back 
I lappy New Year—checks 
to be smaller this week 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Middle-and 
upper-income workers took 5.85 per cent 
cuts in take-home pay beginning Wednes­ 
day when withholding for Social Security 
taxes resumed. 
For a worker earning $15,000 a year, 
that means there will be about $17 less in 
this week’s pay envelope. 


Although the Social Security tax bite 
will be bigger again in 1975, the increase 
will not be so large as in 1975 when it 
jumped $140.40. 


Social Security taxes will be increased 
$52.05 from $772.20 in 1974 to $824.25 in 
the new year. The tax rate of 5.85 per 
cent remains the same, but the base was 
raised from $13,200 to $14,100. 


DURING THE PAST two years, Social 
Security taxes have risen 32 per cent and 
during the past four years they have 
more than doubled. The Social Security 
tax in 1971 was $405.60, or 5 2 per cent of 
the first $7,800 of earnings. 


Along with the increase in tax pay­ 
ments by workers will be the first auto­ 
matic cost of living increase for more 
than 30 million Social Security recipients 


including senior citizens, widows and de­ 
pendent children. Increased benefits will 
be reflected in Social Security checks 
mailed in July. 


The average monthly benefit now for a 
retired person is $187 per month. The 
July rate will be based on the difference 
between the Consumer Price Index on 
June 30, 1974. and March 31, 1975. 
Through November, the CPI was up 7.3 
per cent. 


RESUMPTION OF Social Security 
taxes on wages and salary income of 
workers earning more than $13,200 will 
mean a further reduction in spendable 
earnings, a factor that will make con­ 
sumption of goods even weaker in the 
next few months. 


Real spendable earnings, because of 
Social Security taxes, the graduated in­ 
come tax and inflation, declined 6.2 per 
cent in 1974. 


All the tax news for 1975 is not bad, 
however. The excise tax on telephone use 
dropped from 8 per cent to 7 per cent on 
Wednesday — an annual savings of about 
75 cents.

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Noise iii head iv an't quit 


Approximately four years ago I noticed a noise iii my head, 
which greatly disturbed me because I imagined all kind of 
things that could tie wrong. This noise is not with me all the 
time. I may have it one day and not the next. If I drop off to 
sleep in my chair after a day’s work I wake up with it. and it 
may last for two days. 


After going to several doctors and using ear drops and 
being examined for the prostate gland, which is normal. I 
have no relief. 


This noise has caused me to become very uptight and ner­ 
vous. I have taken many kinds of tranquilizers. I had a com­ 
plete physical in a hospital, and they found nothing nor did 
they give me any relief from the noise. The brain scan was 
normal. 


I have had three hearing examinations which showed that I 
have lost some high-frequency hearing and have been told 
this caused the noise. I was told I would have to live with this 
noise. 


I m 62 and weigh ISO pounds, which is my normal weight. 
This noise is hard to describe, but it sounds like a high line 
wire humming in the winter time. 


The diagnosis and treatment of noises is either very simple 
or almost impossible. Apparently you fall in the latter cate­ 
gory. 


Any obstruction in the outer ear can cause ringing sounds 
in the ear. If it is wax. simply removing the excess wax in 
the ear may cure the difficulty. Unfortunately most cases are 
not that simple. 


Pinging and noises can also be caused by some medicines. 
When the medicine is stopped, the ringing stops. 


Circulation changes in the brain and around the hearing 
mechanism can cause ringing or buzzing noises. Some people 
are more aware of normal circulation sounds than others. 


Damage to the ear, for example from a very loud noise 
such as gun fire, can cause this condition. 


INCREASING AGE is commonly associated with buzzing 
and ringing in the ears. This is probably related to changes in 
the arteries. For this reason I usually advise people with this 
problem to do the same things they should do to prevent 
heart disease, go on a low-fat, low-cholesterol diet, correct 
obesity and get regular sensible exercise. 


Avoiding coffee and drinks that contain caffeine may help 
some. That is better than taking tranquilizers. 


Patients with Meniere's disease may also have ringing in 
the ear, dizziness, nausea and loss of hearing. This is prob­ 
ably related to accumulation of fluid and changes inside the 
delicate ear mechanism, not inside the brain. 


The best advice I can give you smce you have already had 
a good examination is to try the diet, exercise program, and 
avoid caffeine-containing drinks and cigarets. That may help 
some.

Suicide takes far higher toll than figures indicate

Suicide — the 12th-largest killer 
— 
takes 22.000 lives a year. “ And th ats 
only an estimate, a conservative count,” 
said Dr. Richard Evenson of St. Louis. 
“The whole business of suicide is filled 
with 
numbers 
games 
and 
educated 
guesses. I say it’s a conservative count 
because it is based on coroners’ reports 
that list deaths as suicides. Many go un­ 
reported. There almost has to be a note 
or something very convincing for a death 
to be denoted a suicide.” 
Evenson, a clinical psychologist teach­ 
ing at the Missouri Institute of Psy­ 
chiatry, estimates there are more than 
200,000 unsuccessful suicide attempts ev­ 
ery year in the general population. “ But 
again,” he said, “this is just an educated 
guess. Most families try to keep such 
things quiet. 
“ It is equally hard to make a com­ 
parison between the suicide rate of the 
general population and patients in men­ 


tal institutions. It’s hard to keep track, 
though estimates put the rate of patient 
death by suicide 5 to IO times higher 
than the rate of the normal population. 


“ A L S O , ” EV E N S O N said, “if we knew 
what caused persons to take their own 
lives, we d be able to predict it. At pre­ 
sent, we can make efforts of prevention 
only if a person makes sounds, talks 
about it, tells someone. 
“ It is generally conceded that most 
suicide prone people are suffering from 
some sort of depressive illness. This is 
not always easy to detect,” Evenson 
said. “ In a study we did with the friends 
and families of those who had attempted 
s u i c i d e , the families and friends 
frequently had no idea the patient was 


depressed or sick. But the patient’s own 
evaluation of himself indicated the oppo­ 
site. He just didn’t show it. 


“Interesting, too,” Evenson said, “is a 
study we did with more than 800 patients 
in a Missouri mental institution. We sep­ 
arated the patients into three groups — 
those who had attempted suicide, tho.se 
who had threatened suicide but had not 
attempted and those who had done nei­ 
ther. We tested them on a wide variety 
of community adjustment scales. Sur­ 
prisingly, those who had threatened sui­ 
cide were much more pathological on all 
scales. There was more depression, more 
disturbance at work, greater disturbance 
in terms of alcohol and drugs and great­ 
er tendencies towards psychotic thinking. 


“TH O SE WHO had actually attempted 
suicide didn’t appear nearly as sick, pri­ 
marily in drug and alcohol disturbances. 
We haven’t yet been able to account for 
this, but those who threaten but don’t at­ 
tempt are very agitated, very upset and 
have trouble in a great many areas. 


“Suicide rates tend to go up with age, 
the risks being particularly high in the 
forties and fifties. Women make more at­ 
tempts and threats, but the men are 
more successful,” Evenson said. “Per­ 
haps this is because men do it in a tool 
oriented, more efficient way. They'll 
simply get a gun and shoot themselves. 


“Women, on the other hand, seem to 
prefer less violent ways, like taking an 
overdose of pills. The trouble is. they 
don’t know medications and how much to 
take, so they get discovered and get their 
stomachs pumped. Suicides 
also are 
more prevalent among the better edu­ 
cated professional for some reason.

Good players are smart, 


quick 
and know trivia

Quiz shows are some of the most pop­ 
ular programs on television today and a 
small group of students at local high 
schools have discovered the secret to be­ 
coming a good player — “ a garbage 
mind,” said Rich Langbauer, student ait 
Fremd High School. 
Rich is a member of the ‘‘It’s Academ­ 
ic” team at Fremd and he’s joined in his 
opinion by other students from North­ 
west suburban high schools who have ap­ 
peared before the television cameras. A 
good player, they say, needs brain pow­ 
er, a wealth of trivia, confidence and a 
loud mouth. 
“ We have all these fantastic egos.” 
said Jeff Rosensweig, a player for the 
Buffalo Grove High School team. “ You 
have to be quick and aggressive and 
know a lot of trivia,” said Tim Gross on 
the Fremd team. “ You have to not care 
about making a fool of yourself,” adds 
Rich. 
Although the team members are not 
always the smartest kids in the school, 
they do have a broad background of gen­ 
eral knowledge, quick reactions and 
steady nerves to withstand the pressure 
of the television cameras, flashing lights, 
buzzers, and trick questions. 


THIS YEA R four local high school 
teams have starred on “ It’s Academic,” 
which is broadcast at 10:30 a.m. Sundays 
on WBBM-TV. The Forest View High 
School team and the Fremd team ap­ 
peared early this fall, Maine South High 
School’s team will appear in January 
and the Buffalo Grove High School per­ 
formance will be aired sometime in Feb­ 
ruary. 
The shows are taped in advance and 
all the local teams lost their first show 
which means they won’t be back for the 
playoffs. 
“ We were ripped off,” said Mary Ryan 
of the Buffalo Grove team. The final 
score of the game was Buffalo Grove, 195 
points; Grayslake High School, 215, and 
Whither Lutheran High School, 155. 
Each team plays three rounds per 
game where correct answers are worth 
IO points, and the three teams race to 
answer questions during the final round 
that are worth 20 points. Teams also can 
answer questions passed by their oppo­ 
nents. 
THE BUFFALO Grove team contends 
it lost on a technicality because it an­ 
swered a question before the opposing 
team’s time had expired. “ We were all 
sad when it was over. We wanted to win 
and go on again,” said Jeff. 
“ It really wouldn’t have bothered me 
to lose if it hadn’t been so close,” said 
Mary. “ We really weren’t keyed up when 
we went in but after we got going we 
really started answering questions,” she 
said. “ If it had been an hour show we 
would have killed them.” 
The Fremd team lost to Joliet East 
High School 340 to 295. “ We played a con­ 
servative game,” said Rich. “ A few sec­ 
onds killed us. We lost on time.” 
But the Fremd team doesn’t feel too 
badly about its defeat; members are usu­ 
ally matched with some of the best high

school teams. Last year F*emd was 
beaten by a team that went on to win 
during the finals. “ I ’d rather be beaten 
by someone who goes on than by some­ 
one who gets beaten in the next show,” 
said Rich. 


THE SHOW’S contestants are selected 
by the producers of the program after an 
audition at the studio. “ It’s Academic” 
students at Fremd are members of the 
school’s National Honor Society and are 
nominated to the team by the members. 
At Buffalo Grove High School all stu­ 
dents are allowed to try out for the team 
and are nominated by the faculty and the 
team sponsor. 
Five team members are usually nomi­ 
nated from each high school. During a 
practice run before the actual taping the 
three team members who answer the 
most questions are selected and the re­ 
maining two serve as alternates. 


The producers of the show are looking 
for students with a combination of tal­ 
ents — a good background of knowledge 
and quick reactions. Questions range in 
content from those that appeal to trivia 
experts to those that are covered in the 
traditional high school subjects — math, 
history, music and science. 
A total of 81 public and private high 
schools in the Chicago metropolitan area 
compete on the show in the course of one 
year with three teams competing each 
week and the winner returning for the 
play-offs. There is a waiting list to ap­ 
pear on the show; Elk Grove High School 
hopes to send a team next year if it can 
get one. 
THE FREM D team practiced twice a 


week for six weeks, sometimes meeting 
at 6:30 in the morning before school. The 
team has its own practice lightboard, 
which it uses to compete in practice 
against the faculty. This year it defeated 
the faculty. 
For practice the Fremd team used quiz 
games patterned after quiz shows like 
“ Jeopardy.” Although the Buffalo Grove 
team didn t hold any practice sessions 
some of the team members used some of 
their textbooks and “ The World Alma­ 
nac” to beef up their knowledge. 
Although the local teams lost their first 
game they ought to get some points for 
enthusiasm and team support. Fremd's 
team was accompanied to the television 
studio by 40 students from the school and 
Buffalo Grove brought about 50 fans with 
it. “ They said we had the best cheering 
section,” said Carol Zamrazil, alternate 
for the Fremd team. 
SEVERA L OF THE students believe 
the support from other students is per­ 
haps the most important part of the 
game. “ It’s Academic” is good because 
it gives kids who aren’t super athletes or 
super in music a chance to use their 
brain power if that’s what they have,” 
said Kevin Richardson, captain of the 
Fremd team. 
Jeff thinks more students should try 
out for the show. “ People shoudln’t be 
afraid to audition because they don’t 
think they’re not that smart. All you 
need is a quick tongue and you could 
win,” he said. 
“ Kids are afraid to get involved,” said 
Kevin. “ You’ve got to have a well­ 
rounded student body. Right now every­ 
thing out here is athletics.”

As of December 31, 1974, any U.S. citizen may 
buy and sell gold for the first time in over 40 
years. And it appears as though the great gold 
rush of 75 is on. The availability and attractive­ 
ness of gold as an investment is not all glitter, 
however.

4. Clarify the buy-back arrangements. Some 
buy-back arrangements have certain require­ 
ments such as only buying back gold that is 
kept in storage at the place of purchase or 
buying back gold only if it is returned un­ 
opened in the original package.

Don't count on gold to be a hedge against 
inflation. No one can accurately predict 
whether or not gold is a hedge against infla­ 
tion. For the last four years it has been; 
however, over the last IOO years gold has not 
been a good investment. Remember, too, 
that when you invest in gold it has no yield. 
To compensate for that, the price has to in­ 
crease about 10% per year.

Lake Michigan Federation asks public check Drinking W ater Act compliance

The compromise Safe Drinking W ater 
Act recently signed into law by President 
Ford will force the cleanup of water sup­ 
plies throughout the nation. But the Chi­ 
cago-based Lake Michigan Federation is 
calling on the public to assist in an effort 
to monitor compliance to ensure ade­ 
quate protection of public health. 
Nancy Flowers, a federation spokes­ 
man, said many municipalities in this re­ 
gion depend on I/ake Michigan for drink­ 
ing water, a cause for concern because 
of insufficient testing for pollutants. Vi­ 
ruses and toxic pollutants are the major 
categories of contaminants that the Pub­ 
lic Health Service Drinking Water Stan­ 
dards established in 1962, and that have 
not been adequately monitored. 
Confidence that water is safe to drink 
has been undermined by the discovery of 
cancer-causing asbestos and chemicals 
in drinking water supplies across the na­ 
tion, she said. 
In Lake Michigan’s Illinois waters, the 
Illinois Environmental Protection Agen­ 
cy monitored asbestos levels in recent 
months. Increasing concentrations of as­ 
bestos were found. 
The razing of old buildings may con­ 
tribute to the problem, in addition to the 
use of asbestos in tiles, brake linings, 
and other items. Joe Harrison, head of 
the drinking water quality division of Re­ 
gion V, U.S. Environmental Protection 
Agency, said the presence of organics in 
Lake Michigan is cause for greater con­ 
cern.

Ships' sewage hazard told 


'Hie International Joint 
Commission, 
Great Lakes Regional Office, recently 
concluded that there may be a potential 
health hazard in the sewage discharged 
into the Great Lakes by vessels arriving 
from ports where communicable diseases 
are epidemic. The commission said the 
absence of communicable diseases in the 
Great Lakes vicinity is probably due to 
the relatively high level of treatm ent of 
municipal water supplies. The UC said 
there is no clear-cut U.S. or Canadian 


authority to deal with the problem. It 
recommends that the two governments 
adopt 
compatible vessel waste regu­ 
lations 
and 
procedures 
and 
assure 
adequacy of sewage handling, treatm ent 
and disposal. 


Air-pollution rales voided 


A decision recently handed down by 
the Illinois Appellate Court voids key Illi­ 
nois air pollution regulations. 
It 
in­ 
validates the Illinois Pollution Control 
Board Air Pollution Rule 303 that deals 


with nondegradation, and sent back to 
the board for further review the rules 
governing particulate and sulphur diox­ 
ide emissions. Orville Bergren, president 
of the Illinois M anufacturers Association, 
said the decision vindicates the IMA po­ 
sition that the pollution board “failed to 
adequately consider economics of tech­ 
nology in adopting air pollution rules.” 


Bergren said m anufacturers and utili­ 
ties could not get sufficient quantities of 
low sulphur coal or oil necessary to meet 
the particulate of sulphur dioxide stan­ 


dards. Technology to remove sulphur 
gases from smokestacks is not available, 
he said. The decision, which raises the 
possibility of federal enforcement under 
the Clean Air Act, is expected to be ap­ 
pealed. 


Work O Kd on Byron site 


The Atomic Energy Commission’s Di­ 
rectorate of Licensing recently issued a 
limited 
work 
authorization 
to 
Com­ 
monwealth Edison Co. of Chicago, per­ 


mitting preliminary construction work at 
the Byron station site. It is located two 


miles east of the Rock River and three 
miles southwest of Byron in Ogle County, 
111. The authorization was issued under 
AEC regulations that permit a company 
to perform construction work at its own 
financial risk before issuance of a con­ 
struction permit. The decision follows fa­ 
vorable findings on environmental con­ 
siderations and the suitability of the site 
for the operation of a nuclear power 
plant.

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Herald opinion 
Study disregards 
cost reductions 


A state advisory committee for 
motor vehicle registration and ti­ 
tling appointed by Soc. of State Mi­ 
chael Howlett, last week issued its 
report. 
The 
results 
were 
dis­ 
appointing. 
Despite a need to amend the Mo­ 
tor Vehicle Code and an opportuni­ 
ty to bring cost-saving efficiencies 
in operation of the secretary of 
state’s office, 
the study group 
merely opted for maintenance of 
the expensive status quo in Illinois. 
The committee’s major recom­ 
mendation was a ludicrous one — 
to abolish the current auto license 
fee system and replace it with a 
“flat fee” 
that would increase 
small cars to the same charge for 
larger cars. Properly so, Howlett 
already has rejected that proposal 
as contrary to the need for encour­ 
aging use of smaller cars and thus 
saving fuel. 
The study presumably consid­ 
ered a number of proposals for re­ 
ducing costs, including a change 
from the current annual plate-re- 
placement system to multi-year 
plates. 
Illinois is one of only seven states 
still maintaining the annual plates; 
all others have gone to multi-vear 
plates ranging from two to five 
years. 
Such a change would save a sig­ 


nificant amount of money — sav­ 
ings acknowledged by the com­ 
mittee which said a two-year plate 
may become mandatory as the 
costs of production and distribution 
become excessive. 
Nevertheless, the report urged 
maintenance of the present system 
because it insures that worn or il­ 
legible plates are regularly re­ 
placed and vehicle information is 
“updated’’ every year. 
These arguments apparently do 
not apply to 43 other states whose 
license plates presumably are not 
as flimsily made as ours. We are 
not yet convinced that the addition­ 
al cost of sturdier plate manufac­ 
ture would not be more than offset 
by savings possible from the multi­ 
year plates. 
Although expense-reduction pro­ 
posals —including use of only one 
plate and changing to a staggered, 
year-round registration system as 
well as multi-year plates — were 
rejected by the committee, we 
hope Sec. Howlett takes the in­ 
itiative in submitting his own rec­ 
ommendations to the General As­ 
sembly. The effort to streamline 
the operations of his office and re­ 
duce costs should not be abandoned 
merely because the study com­ 
mittee failed to meet the challenge 
of its assignment.

Campaign reform contested

A most unusual group of allies are con­ 
testing in court what an anonymous Eng­ 
lishman two centuries ago called “the 
holy mistaken zeal in politics.’’ 
Leading what they concede is “an odd 
coalition” will be Sen. James Buckley, 
the Conservative-Republican from New 
Y o r k , 
a n d 
former 
Sen. 
Eugene 
McCarthy, the liberal Democrat from 
Minnesota. 
Their target is the 1974 federal cam­ 
paign reform law, which they claim will 
absolutely shred the First Amendment 
and an assortment of other constitutional 
guarantees if it is permitted to go into 
effect. 
Buckley, McCarthy, New York Civil 
Liberties Union chief Ira Glasser and 
Yale law professor Ralph Winter are 
joining in a lawsuit to overturn the cam­ 
paign law that was Congress’ response — 
after nearly two years — to the abuses 
uncovered by the Watergate scandal in­ 
vestigations. 
They say, and their records certainly 
support the disclaimer, that they have no 
sympathy for the dirty work and shady 
practices that marred the financing and 
operations of the 1972 and some earlier 
presidential campaigns. 
But these men, in vast disagreement 
on issues of public policy, are joined in 
the belief that reformers were so carried 
away by the wish to clean up the politi­ 
cal process that they trampled the Bill of 
Rights in their haste. 
Specifically, they argue that prohibit­ 
ing citizens to contribute to political can­ 
didates through public financing of cam­ 
paigns or setting limits to the amount of 
money citizens may donate or candidates 
may spend violates the First Amendment 
right of free expression. 
They concede that it might appear to 
be an overriding need to keep “fat cats” 
and special interest groups from trying 
to buy elections with hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars, but they insist that this 
may not be accomplished by limiting or 
forbidding anyone to express his political 
preferences with cash. 
They ask, for example, how a citizen 
can be forbidden to buy a newspaper or 
broadcast advertisement supporting a 
candidate if that citizen cannot be forbid­ 
den from giving a public speech for the 
same candidate.

What price 


price control?

Things aren’t so bad that they couldn’t 
be worse — if they were better, that is. 
There is a steel shortage today, among 
other shortages. Bad enough. But if the 
economy were humming and if the auto 
industry were taking its normal share of 
production, the shortage would be of 
“staggering” proportions. This is the 
opinion of William H. Knoell, president of 
Cyclops Corp., a steel producer. 
Knoell is concerned about the re-impo­ 
sition of price controls, an anti-inflation 
measure strongly supported in some 
quarters and even more strongly now be­ 
cause of the eight per cent price hike 
announced by U.S. Steel, the industry's 
pacesetter. 
In tracing the origins of today’s steel 
shortage, he attributes it to the price 
controls imposed a few years ago, which 
compounded the problem the industry 
had already been having competing with 
foreign steel under the fixed dollar ex­ 
change rate established by the Bretton 
Woods agreement in 1945. 
Because of a severely overvalued dol­ 
lar, says Knoell, foreign producers with 
their modern postwar plants were able to 
undersell American producers by $20 to 
$30 a ton. The dollar was eventually cut 
loose, but devaluation was almost imme­ 
diately followed by a freeze on steel 
prices at “unrealistically” low levels. 
Steel imports continued to rise, to ac­ 
count for 18 per cent of domestic steel 
consumption, or the equivalent of all the 
growth in the consumption of steel in this 
country over a period of seven or eight 
years. 
The result was to restrict steel produ­ 
cers from making the profits necessary 
to expand capacity. The plants that were 
closed and the plants that were not built 
then are where the steel isn’t coming 
from today, Knoell asserts. 
If legislators opt again for price con­ 
trols, he warns, there will be no profits 
to be invested in reopening or building 
steel mills. U.S. producers thus will not 
be able to provide the steel that will be 
needed when the economy gets going 
again. 
Others no doubt will draw different 
conclusions from the same facts. There 
is no shortage of evidence, however, to 
support those who caution that while 
price controls may buy economic stabil­ 
ity for a time, they only store up a lot of 
trouble for later. 
As Knoell says, “Today’s crisis all too 
often is yesterday’s hastily contrived leg­ 
islation.”

ground for grandiose plans and dreams. 
A few survive, many die, and some slip 
into limbo. 
Most of the developments, commercial 
or industrial, fail to materialize after in­ 
itial announcements, either because land 
or money isn’t available or because local 
zoning officials won’t bend far enough to 
please the wide-eyed backers. 
More interesting are the projects that 
slide into limbo, unbuilt but unburied on 
the suburban landscape. Some are bold 
enough to invite immediate skepticism, 
but a few are more plausible. 
The latest wave of possible, but un­ 
built, proposals caters to the sports fan 
— the person who would like to see pro­ 
fessional hockey or other athletic events 
in his suburban back yard. 
The late Charles Klehm came forth 
with just such a proposal in the spring of 
1973. He soon dropped the sports plan, 
but continued with work on a huge trade 
center. 
THE PLANS FOR the Chicago-O’Hare 
International Trade Center, to be built on 
more than half of Klehm’s 110 acres at 
the southeast corner of Arlington Heights 
Road and the Northwest Tollway, began 
to plod through village protocol. 
Roadblocks were normal for the proj­ 
ected $65 million complex. Elk Grove Vil­ 
lage objected to Arlington Heights ex­ 
tending its borders south of the tollway, 
and the village board wasn’t ready to 
give Klehm a free hand on the devel­ 
opment of the second half of the property 
in the future — a request Klehm had 
made. 
With the land already in one piece, 
many of the problems had been side­ 
stepped. During their talks the backers 
announced an October, 1974, opening 
date. 
The dream slipped into limbo, however, 
following Klehm’s death on Oct. 22, 1973. 


Promoters claimed his death would not 
halt progress on the trade center, but the 
village rats not heard from anyone at­ 
tempting to continue the plans and an­ 
nexation. The word is that financial 
backing has been lost. 
THE LAND remains aAd the feasibility 
of the project has not been disproven, 
but no earth has been shoveled. 
For developer Anthony R. Pinocchio, it 
was another setback in his efforts to 
bring bigness to the suburbs. He had pre­ 
viously announced a convention center 
and hotel project in 1972 on a selected 65- 
acre site at Mount Prospect Road and 
the tollway near Des Plaines. 
That project never came to fruition be­ 
cause a negative engineering report 
three days before zoning bearings in­ 
dicated the land was a former lake site 
that had been filled in, and would require 
extensive foundation work for construc­ 
tion. 
The sports arena story also has been 
told in Rosemont, where the Chicago 
Cougars hockey team was to have been 
based. Everything went ahead except 
construction, and the Cougars have filed 
suit against the village charging that it 
did not really intend to build the arena. 
Don Stephens, Rosemont village presi­ 
dent, said the plans are still in the 
works, although financial backers have 
said it is several years off, if it is to be 
at all. 
THE VILLAGE acquired 40 per cent of 
the proposed site at the intersection of 
Mannheim Road and Lunt Avenue, just 
south of Des Plaines, but the 18,000-seat 
arena will probably never see the Cou­ 
gars, even if it is completed. 
A relative youngster in the sports are­ 
na contest is Elk Grove Village, which 
recently announced plans for its own gi­ 
ant center at Busse and Landmeier 
roads. Details have not been forthcoming 
since the announcement was made in No­ 
vember, but a feasibility study is in 
progress. 
I blister, Duff try again; 
sponsor 42 bills iii House 


SPRINGFIELD, IU. (UPI) - During 
the past two years, State Representa­ 
tives Donald Deuster and Brian Duff 
have sponsored a total of 107 bills. Only 
seven of them have passed both houses 
and only six have become law. 
Undaunted, the pair is back at it. 
Counting those received through last 
week, they now are listed as chief spon­ 
sors of 42 of the 78 House bills “prefiled” 
for the session starting Jan. 8. 
Many of the new measures are dupli­ 
cates of ones that have gone nowhere in 
previous years. 
DUFF, A WILMFTTE Republican, 
reintroduced his legislative packages to 
reform the grand jury system and speed 
up trials. He has been trying for years to 
pass that legislation. 
One of the measures would allow pros­ 
ecutors to bypass the grand jury system 
entirely in the course of a prosecution. 
Others would permit defendants to bring 
lawyers to grand jury’ appearances and 
would require that transcripts be kept of 
grand jury proceedings. 


Duff also introduced a resolution seek­ 
ing to amend the state constitution and 
provide for appointment of Supreme 
Court and appellate court judges. 


DEUSTER, A Republican from Munde­ 
lein, introduced a raft of bills earlier last 
month. His new natch includes one that 
would permit closed meetings by public 
officials to discuss any personnel mat­ 
ters. The Open Meetings Act currently 
allows private meetings only to discuss 
hiring and firing. 


Deuster also introduced a bill which 
would specifically require that three- 
fifths of the members of each house must 
vote to ratify a proposed amendment to 
the U.S. Constitution before the amend­ 
ment can get Illinois’ ratification. 
That ruling would “freeze in” the Re­ 
publican interpretation of an ambiguous 
law. It also probably would prevent rati­ 
fication in Illinois of the Equal Rights 
Amendment to the U. S. Constitution, 
which otherwise is regarded as a cinch 
next year.

But this seems like a good time to take up a more serious 
subject that has caused much concern among many people 
during the past year — how to find qualified persons to serve 
on local school boards. 


Increasingly during the past year, I ’ve heard experienced 
school board members express the fear that there w ill be 
fewer people willing to run for school boards in the future. 
They cite the controversy that has surrounded boards, turn­ 
ing a job that used to be a good way to fulfill civic responsi­ 
bility into a thankless hotseat. 


An additional problem that local officials feel acutely is 
that all government has come under greater suspicion be­ 
cause of the “ post-Watergate m orality.” School board mem­ 
bers. as well as other local officials, are finding themselves 
corr a led at cocktail parties by neighbors and acquaintances 
who are convinced that anyone in public office is making a 
profit. 


A LL T H ESE THINGS, some of the experienced board 
members say, mean it is harder to find replacements for 
retiring board members from the usual sources — PT As, 
booster clubs and general-purpose “ civic” groups. 


This is cause for concern. It would be embarrassing if 
someday we had an election, and although the voters came, 
there were no candidates. But I suspect that is unlikely; 
instead, school board members are going to start coming 
from different kinds of places than in the past. 
The reason? 
In recent years, board members have faced m ilitant teach­ 
ers, student problems and angry parents with more frequen­ 
cy. And if the ‘‘traditional” school board candidates decide 
things are too tough, some different kinds of people are going 
to have to nm. 
These different people may include a fair sampling of 
“ spoilers” who are running for a particular cause (against 
sex education, for example). Or they may be proponents of a 
special interest who are going to neglect the broad picture. 
That is what veteran board members fear. 


H O W EVER, I have a feeling there is at least the potential 
for a different kind of school board candidate who could be a 
real benefit to Northwest suburban schools. The new candi­ 
date probably w ill come into a campaign without the usual 
long list of quasi-social civic activities that is common among 
board members. Instead, he or she w ill bring intelligence, 
skepticism and a healthy disregard for the relatively small 
cliques that run governments in the suburbs. 
There are signs that such candidates may be appearing. 
The Northwest Suburban Women’s Political Caucus and 
members of the local chapter of the National Organization for 
Women have turned up increasingly in discussions of local 
government — including school boards. 
Also, every once in awhile in the past year board members 
have come seemingly out of the blue and taken strong roles in 
the affairs of their boards. Jean Fisler, a member of the High 
School Dist. 211 board, and Robert Rausch, a member of the 
Harper College board, are two examples of board members 
who don’t fit the traditional mold. 


IT IS C LEA R that school boards aren't a good place for 
nice guys who want only to be popular, or for people who. 
faced with equally balanced and contradictory sets of infor­ 
mation, find themselves unable to make a choice. 
Serving on a school board can be a lot of fun — and I ’m 
sure there are plenty of present and former mem ber" who 
w ill testify to that. But it also can be a pretty unpleasant 
business sometimes. 
Persons who may be thinking in this new year about run­ 
ning for a board in the April election should think about that 
— and measure themselves for the job. 
One thing never changes. School boards, and other govern­ 
mental bodies, always need good people.

Too m ony graduates, too fete jobs 
Bachelor of arts degree: is it a ripoff?

N EW Y O R K (U P I) - In today’s job 
market, does it make sense for Joe and 
Jane College to spend four years study­ 
ing poetry or medieval history or paint­ 
ing and drawing? 
These and other “ majors” leading to 
the bachelor of arts degree, on the sur­ 
face, seem highly unrelated to jobs listed 
in the help-wanted sections of news­ 
papers. 
So questions come up. To w it: 
• Is the bachelor of arts degree a rip- 
off? 
• Should the pursuit of such a degree 
be limited to those born rich, and not in 
need of a paycheck after the sheepskin'’ 
JOHN HURT FISH ER , a professor of 
English at the University of Tennessee in 
Knoxville, was asked those questions 
during an interview in New York. 
He was in town to preside at the an­ 
nual meeting of the Modem Language 
Assn. He was president when the meet­ 
ing started. His term ended when the 
meeting did. 
More than 9,000 from the languages — 
about half English teachers and the rest 
teachers of French, German, 
Spanish 
and such — attended. Most are teachers 
in college fields, where majors usually 
lead to the arts degree. 
M ANY YOUNG members were seeking 
jobs. Young English majors and their 
peers who majored in other languages 
drive cabs, take custodian jobs and clerk 
in department stores. Some wait on ta­ 
bles. 
The financial return on their expensive 
college educations hardly seems good. 


Ditto for the job satisfaction. 
At the meeting many jobless young 
holders of bachelor’s degrees sought to 
buttonhole department heads who do the 
hiring. To escape them, many depart­ 
ment heads from the colleges kept their 
name badges in their purses or pockets. 
They went incognito. 


FIS H E R SAID the question in higher 
education should not be, “ Is an arts de­ 
gree or a major in poetry or history a 
ripoff?” 
Rather, he said, one should address the 
real problem: How can the education es­ 
tablishment, in conscience, encourage 
around 60 per cent of high school gradu­ 
ates to go to college, preparing for white- 
collar work. There are not that many 
jobs requiring such preparation. 
That’s why you have persons with Ivy 
League degrees in English driving cabs 
in New York, Fisher said. The Ivy 
League degrees are among the costliest. 
Tuition and room and board come to 
about $6,000 a year. The schools say the 
cost of a year to them is around $16,000 a 
year. 
In 1924, when about IO or 15 per cent of 
the population was in college, a Yale de­ 
gree in English could be a good prepara­ 
tion for becoming chairman of the board 
of Standard Oil. 


TODAY, A sim ilar degree may put a 
Yale grad in the running with six other 
of his classmates for a trainee's job, 
Fisher said. 
“ In the running” doesn’t mean the 
English major gets the job. 
From he classifieds, jobs to shoot for 


would appear to be in computers, the 
food and hotel fields, engineering or busi­ 
ness administration. 
Training for such jobs in called “ skill­ 
ing” in educationese. It is so job-related 
that it is considered a first cousin of 
vocational education — hardly as high­ 
brow as Chaucer or Keats. 
FISH ER B E L IE V E S the problem of 
the arts and humanities is the problem of 
higher education in general — the huge 
stampede for sheepskins. 
He disputes the contention that any one 
field is more secure for job prospects 
than any other. 
“ There is a mystique among the young 
that some occupations are more secure, 
such 
as engineering, 
computers, 
the 
health fields,” he said. 
“ There is no guarantee. 
“ I don’t despair for the humanities. 
From as far back as you look, to ancient 
Greece and to ancient Rome and since, 
those schooled in the humanities have 
provided the leadership for the world. It 
is true today.” 
So if yo want to spend that $20,000 or 
more for a bachelor’s in poetry or 
French history, do so in good spirits. 
A LL THINGS BEIN G competitive, who 
knows, you might turn out to be a world 
leader. Ifs a little bit like a lottery, 
though. 
Fisher said a lot of European countries 
have other ideas. Only IO to 15 per cent of 
the young persons go on to higher educa­ 
tion — and they must pass stiff tests 
showing they are qualified. 
The academ ically fittest get the col­ 
lege degrees.

IVew minimum wages take effect 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - New Year’s 
Day brought higher wages for many of 
America’s lowest-paid workers. 
More than 1.5 million domestic work­ 
ers were entitled to the $2-an-hour min­ 
imum wage effective Wednesday. 
More than half a million farm workers 
covered by federal wage laws will be en­ 
titled to $1.80 an hour, up from the pre­ 
vious floor of $1.60. 
Under 1974 changes in the Fair Labor 
Standards Act, fire and police employes 
will be eligible for overtime pay if they 
work more than 240 hours in a 28-day 
period. 
Of the 86 million persons in the work 


force, 56 million are covered by min­ 
imum wage laws. 
Under the law, domestic workers will 
be entitled to a minimum of $2.20 an 
hour Jan. I, 1976, and $2.30 an hour Jan. 
I, 1977. 
Of the covered farm workers, nearly 
one-third will get raises. The rest al­ 
ready earn more than the floor wage. 
Minimum wages for covered agricultural 
workers will increase to $2 an hour in 
1976; $2.20 an hour in 1977, and $2.30 an 
hour in 1978. 
Employers who use more than 500 man 
days of labor in a three-month period 
must pay minimum wages.

Great gold rush 
starts as fizzle 


first time since the Depression of the 
1930s. 
But when banks and brokerage houses 
throughout the nation opened gold sales 
Tuesday, they reported a number of in­ 
quiries but few takers. 
President Ford summed up the feel­ 
ings of most Americans who passed up 
the chance to buy gold. “ I’m not a specu­ 
lator,” he told newsmen at his ski resort 
in Colorado. 
In the commodity trading pits of New 
York and Chicago, where the normal 
business is in grains and frozen pork 
bellies, there was an early flurry of trad­ 
ing that sent prices soaring on January 
delivery sales to $190 or more. 
But trading slowed and prices closed 
as much as $10 to $12 lower. 
The price or gold on major European 
trading markets, where gold has been 
bought and sold for hundreds of years, 
fell even before the major U.S. gold mar­ 
kets opened and fell even lower when a 
rush to buy failed to materialize. 
In Paris, where it reached $201.40 an 
ounce Monday, gold fell to $195.27. In Zu­ 
rich and London, where it hit $199 Mon­ 
day, the price plunged to $188 and 
$186.50. 
Gold dealers in London and New York 
said the U.S. demand for gold-historical- 
ly prized as a hedge against shrinking 
currencies — was less than expected. 
Weiss said government warnings about 
the risks and hidden costs that could add 
as much as $50 an ounce to the price, 
plus high prices created by speculators 
“ after a killing,” dampened enthusiasm. 
“ The public is tired of getting ripped 
off,” Weiss said.

The price of gold soared to nearly $200 
an ounce Monday in anticipation of a 
large U.S. demand when buying, selling

Wait and see, say local gold dealers

The new U.S. gold market is off and 
running. But the true test of the Ameri­ 
can public’s interest in the yellow com­ 
modity is yet to come, say area market 
watchers. 
At the Palatine National Bank in Pala­ 
tine, the Tuesday delivery of 1,000 spe­ 
cially minted one troy ounce gold bars 
under armed guard of Brinks security 
service was greeted by a crowd of bank 
personnel. 
As the shipment was audited and dis­ 
tributed to personnel from several area 
Suburban Bank Group affiliates, chair­ 
man Gerald Fitzgerald said lie does not 
expect an immediate flurry of gold pur­ 
chases. The banks’ Tuesday price of $210 
an ounce, plus the Illinois sales tax, will 
be followed by fluctuations according to 
the London exchange price. 
“There have been quite a few inquiries 
from customers about the purchase of 
the gold wafers.” Fitzgerald said. He 
doesn’t see a substantial decline in the 
gold price in coming months, with “ w’ait 
and see” his attitude on how customers 
will take to buying gold. 


At the affiliated Suburban National 
Bank of Elk Grove Village, cashier Joyce 
Lueth reported, “We did make a couple 
of sales, and we’ve had quite a few 
calls.” 
Bob Hopkins, owner of the Bob and 
Sonni’s Coin Mart in Des Plaines, said 
the Tuesday drop in gold prices is sur­ 
prising, but short-lived. “ I don’t know 
what happened to the market,” he said. 
“ Our gold sales have been good, but to­ 
day it dropped off. I’m a little per­ 
plexed.” 
Hopkins said a steadily increasing de­ 
mand for gold coins during the past sev­ 
eral years reflected uncertainty about 
the value of printed currency and eco­ 
nomic conditions. 
“We sold a IOO corona gold piece from 
Austria for $52 three and a half years 
ago,” Hopkins said. “ It’s $190 plus now.’’ 
He said an advantage of buying gold 
coins compared to gold bars is that it is 
readily convertible to cash and the abili­ 
ty of a dealer to appraise coins. Gold 
bars must be assayed before they may 
be resold at many banks. 
Active trading Us expected in the gold 


futures market when the International 
Monetary Market of the Mercantile Ex­ 
change opens this morning, said spokes­ 
man Joe Petritz. “We’re off and run­ 
ning,” Petritz said, but he declined lo 
comment of the likely price fluctuations. 
“ Trading was quite frenzied right from 
the opening bell on Tuesday,” he said. 
An estimated 1,851 contracts valued at 
some $35 million were handled at the 
IMM Tuesday. The highest number of 
contracts recorded on the opening day of 
trading for any other commodity was 307 
contracts.

Dummy meets a reversal 


When a bridge expert talks about dum­ 
my reversal he isn’t referring to a dum­ 
my meeting with reverses. He is referr­ 
ing to a play that consists of declarer 
making an extra trick by ruffing so 
many of dummy’s cards in his own hand 
that dummy winds up with the long 
trump. 


Today’s hand shows an extreme ex­ 
ample of this play. Normally South will 
be able to ruff his last diamond in dum­ 
my and make his contract but West is 
unkind enough to open a trump and East 
shows out. South can still bring the con­ 
tract home but he must start reversing 
the dummy immediately. 


He wins the first trick in dummy, ruffs 
a heart, leads a spade to the king ruffs a 
second heart, leads a spade to the ace, 
ruffs a third heart, leads a diamond to 
the ace, ruffs the last heart, gets back to 
dummy by leading his next to last 
trump; ruffs dummy’s last spade with 
his own last trump and has IO tricks 
home, while there is dummy with one 
more trump for the lith.

The Suburban Broadcasting Corpo­ 
ration, which operates WSNL-TV (Chan­ 
nel 67, a UHF station), is suing News- 
day’s TV writer and satirist Marvin Kit- 
man for $15 million. 


In a complaint filed in the New York 
Supreme Court, the SEC suit charges 
Kit man’s columns have made WSNL a 
mockery and are a “willful and ma­ 
licious effort to mortally injure” the sta­ 
tion as a “viable advertising medium.” 
SBC also charged Kitman with dander 
and “derogatory and derisive state­ 
ments.” 


THE ATTORNEYS of SBC supplied the 
court with some of Kitman’s comments 
on Channel 67 as an example of the col­ 
umnist’s mischief. 


• “The morning of March 6, a large 
crane went to the site of a leading cultur­ 
al landmark on Long Island, the Channel 
67 transmitter and antenna . . . The rig­ 
gers turned the tower . . . Since then, 
there have been bitter complaints from 
the Russian trawler fleet . . . The recep­ 
tion of Long Island’s first commercial 
television station had been very good in 
the Atlantic Ocean . . . By twisting the 
antenna they may have damaged de­ 
tente.” 


• “Actually, it’s very easy to use the 
UHF (bal. All you need are: The fingers

of a safe cracker; and the antenna of a 
n a t i o n a l radio-telescope laboratory, 
which allows you to listen to things a 
billion light years away.” 


• “Actually, there is a better way for 
a station to improve its audience. Build a 
large screen in central Islip about six 
miles high and six miles wide . . . and 
such could be seen from Long Island City 
to Montauk. It would also make a terrific 
tourist attraction.” 


If the SBC wins this case against Kit­ 
man, the suit raises the terrifying pros­ 
pect of creating a precedent for broad­ 
casters to sue critics for their attacks. 


KITMAN, WHO was last seen rounding 
up copies of “Crime and Punishment,” 
to help ease his family through the or­ 
deal, denies he singled out Channel 67 for 
abuse. 


Kitman told a reporter from Variety: 
“I’m just as reckless and irresponsible in 
criticism of Channels 2 (CBS), 4 (NBO, 
7 (ABC), 9 (RKO), and 13. Oh, have I 


made a mockery of 13, WNET, the PBS 
outlet?” 


He added. “They (SBO must be crazy. 
This thing flies in the face of the whole 
history of TV criticism. It’s a whole new 
concept of the TV critic’s role. Critics 
usually ridicule and make a mockery of 
programs — ‘Beverly Hillbillies,’ for ex­ 
ample — and they immediately become 
a success.” 


“I’d like to thank them for putting a 
price on my work — six columns are 
worth $15 million. I advised Newsday to 
pay the $15 million just to show they’re 
good sports.”

Chicago designer finds Schaumburg 


most active area in entire nation 


by LEA TONKIN 
Space planning and design are crucial 
to efficient office operations, says design­ 
er Eugene Marzelii. 
As a design expert working for a Chi­ 
cago-based firm, Marzelii decided in ear­ 
ly 1974 to take his concepts of office de­ 
sign right to the doorstep of the hottest 
commercial development market in the 
nation. “I did an informal land survey,” 
said Marzelii, a Palatine resident. 
Following his travels to New York, 
California and Florida, “I found that 
Schaumburg is the most active area in 
commercial development in the coun­ 
try,” he said. 
Preaching a doctrine of economics 
combined with the use of technology, 
Marzelii came up with a new word — 
“Technomics” — to describe his work. 
The concept is not unique although the 
word may be unfamiliar, he said of the 
Interior Space Technomics, Inc. firm. 
WHAT THIS MEANS to company man­ 
agement is the most efficient office lay­ 
out for their money. For the office work­ 
er, the increased emphasis on efficiency 
will mean a convenient location of desks 
and office equipment and storage areas 
to make the workload a little easier. 
Marzelii uses his own offices at One 
Woodfield Place as an example of the 
efficiency employers and employes can 
appreciate. In 480 square feet, there are 
offices, work, storage and reception 
areas. The feeling of openness is en­ 
hanced by high ceilings and the use of 
vertical accents, he said. 
The 80.000-square-foot office complex 
to be occupied by the Admiral Group of 
Rockwell International in February at 
One Woodfield Place is another example 
of office design concepts that feature 
flexibility as a key ingredient, Marzelii 
said. A flexible floor plan will allow the 
firm to relocate employe work areas 
when needs change. Carpeting will be in­ 
stalled before the wall partitions are con­ 


structed, to allow later change in office 
layout. Lighting fixtures may be adjust­ 
ed to accommodate various office lay­ 
outs. 
BIDGET LIMITATIONS and the ex­ 
pected move-in date set the pace for inte­ 
rior space design, Marzelii said. But the 
most important element is the tenant’s 
individual needs. 
“We obtain the requirements of the 
tenant,” Marzelii said. “In doing this we 
come up with a space study, drawing 
that allocates space according to needs 
for work areas. Then we determine 
whether the space, say 10,000 square feet 
is sufficient for present and future 
needs.” 
Once the client and designer have 
worked out an office design, the furnish­ 
ings and other elements can be selected. 
One means of cutting the cost for reloca­ 
tion is to reuse existing office furniture 
in work areas coupled with new furniture 
in the corporate offices and reception 
areas. 
“Economics has always been impor­ 
tant,” Marzelii said. The refinement of 
space planning as a cost-cutting measure 
is a continuing trend, he said. The use of 
decorator accents such as plants and fur­ 
nishings is only one element of a plan­ 
ning effort that begins as soon as plans 
for a move are finalized and ends follow­ 
ing a shakedown period in the new of­ 
fices. 
Marzelii predicts that the Northwest 
suburbs, particularly the Schaumburg 
area, will experience a rapid devel­ 
opment of commercial buildings in the 
next five years, and the consequent de­ 
velopment of innovative office design 
concepts many affecting many area 
workers. 
“Out here, you can just look out the 
window and see the land available for 
development,” he said. “What has hap- 
pend in the past five years is only a drop 
in the bucket.” 
Space design combines technology and economics, says Eugene Marzelii.

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Mt. Prospect tops 
in housing starts 


Mount Prospect has regained its lead 
as the top Chicago metropolitan area 
community in new housing starts during 
1974, a Bell Federal Savings and Loan 
Assn. survey of building indicates. The 
report surveyed residential construction 
permits for the first ll months of the 
year. 


A total of 86 single-family home per­ 
mits and 1,105 multi-family construction 
permits were issued in Mount Prospect 
during the 11-month period. 


The Bell survey of November housing 
permits showed a continued downward 
spiral compared with the same month a 
year ago, however. An over-all 47 per 
cent drop in residential construction per­ 
mits in the Chicago metropolitan area 
was recorded for the month, tumbling 
from 2,295 permits in November 1973 to 
1,225 during November 1974. 


SINGLE-FAMILY units decreased less 
than multi-family permits. The single­ 


family permits dropped 34 per cent in 
November compared with the same 
month in 1973, down to 646 permits com­ 
pared with 980 permits. Multi-family per­ 
mits for the month dropped 56 per cent, 
from 1,135 to 579. 
« 
During the first ll months of 1974, all 
housing in the six-county area reached 
20,969 permits, a 48 per cent decrease 
from the 41,150 reported in the same pe­ 
riod of 1973. 


Among the top IO housing leaders in 
the Chicago metropolitan area in addi­ 
tion to Mount Prospect for the first ll 
months of 1974 are the municipalities of 
Schaumburg, ranked second, and E*k 
Grove 
Village, 
fourth. 
Single-family 
home permits totaled 662, and multi-fam­ 
ily unit permits reached 512 in Schaum­ 
burg. In Elk Grove Village, new single­ 
family home permits totaled 204 units 
and multi-family permits totaled 300 dur­ 
ing the period. 


$16 million available for mortgages 


A savings and loan association building 
a branch in Hoffman Estates has an­ 
nounced the release of $16 million for 
mortgages on single-family houses. 


Lincoln Federal Savings and Loan 
Assn. of Berwyn is making the money 
available immediately as a “shot in the

The money will be available to quali­ 
fied purchasers of prime condition prop­ 
erties for periods of up to 25 years at 9.25 
per cent interest. The association also 
will charge a 2.5 per cent service charge 
for credit report and appraisal fees.

ing up to 80 per cent of appraised value 
on new and used detached single-family 
houses, Kinst said. 
Kinst said the association hopes to ac­ 
commodate couples who have been sty­ 
mied by lack of mortgage money, and 
that the association will consider appli­ 
cations regardless of whether applicants 
are Lincoln customers. 
Kinst said the money is available be­ 
cause of increased deposits and antici­ 
pated savings expected at the Hoffman 
Estates branch. 
The local facility, under construction 
at the southwest corner of Higgins Road 
and Gannon Drive, is expected to open in 
April.

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Cains in housing sector to offset sluggishness 


Gains in the housing sector in late 
summer and fall 1975 w ill help offset 
some of the first-half-of-the-y ear slug­ 
gishness. 


“ IT * result: a 1.5-million-start total as 
compared to 1974’s estimated 1.2 million 
— a 20 per cent increase,” predicts M ar­ 
shall C. Dennison, president and chief ex­ 
ecutive 
officer, 
Associated 
Mortgage 
Companies, Inc., a Philadelphia-based 
national real estate financing and servic­ 
ing organization. 


Dennison adds that the single-family 
dwelling w ill remain the over-all leader 
in home building next year. 


‘‘By 
autumn, 
however, 
large-dollar 
commitments for multi-family projects 
should be staging a comeback. It w ill 
take that long before the gradual low­ 


ering of interest rates and inflow of sav­ 
ings into thrift institutions begin to truly 
open 
the 
monetary 
faucet, 
pumping 
funds into mortgages for large-scale 
apartment projects.” 
He notes that there w ill be some apart­ 
ment construction in the first and second 
quarter ’75, but this w ill be prim arily of 
the garden variety. 
“ By year’s end, about 59 per cent of 
new starts w ill be in single-family dwell­ 
ings. Federal programs offering special 
assistance to this type of housing w ill be 
a key motivator. 
‘‘Multi-family (five or more units) 
starts w ill garner 34 per cent of the mix 
and the remainder w ill be in to 4-unit 
dwellings.” 


Dennison estimates that 1974’s final 
tally of housing starts w ill see 64.5 per 
cent in single-family. Only 28.8 per cent 
w ill be in five or more units, and the rest 
in 2-4 units, reflecting the sharp decline 
in mortgage funds available for larger 
projects. 
He looks for the initial take-off in hous­ 
ing to come in Phoenix, parts of the 
Southeast (the greater Atlanta area and 
the Tampa-St. Petersburg region) and 
Denver. 
The pressure for new housing is great 
in these locales. “ The building industry 
w ill be aiming to fill this need soon as 
money — the grease that runs the ma­ 
chinery of the construction sector — be­ 
comes available. 


As for the much-discussed housing 
cycle, Dennison comments that ‘‘we are 
bottoming out a bearish period. 
“ Weather conditions, of course, nor­ 
m ally make the first quarter of any year 
a slow time, and 1975 w ill be no ex­ 
ception. But by spring, permit activity 
should be picking up as builders antici­ 
pate accessibility of funds in midsum­ 
mer. 
“ I ’m optimistic that the real estate in­ 
dustry w ill be well on its way out of the 
economic doldrums — into a period of 
sustained growth at the start of the next 
new year. 
“ By the 1976 bicentennial, it w ill surely 
be ‘all systems go’ for the nation’s hous­ 
ing sector,” Dennison concludes.

house has a balanced heating system, it 
cannot be a nice place to live, says the 
National Better Heating-Cooling Council. 


A heating system must do more than 
keep the temperature at 68 degrees, the 
Council says. It must keep you comfort­ 
able. With balanced heating there are no 
cold comers. A ll rooms controlled by the 
same thermostat have the same tem­ 
perature. Floors are warm, and there is 
only a slight difference — two or three 
degrees — between floor and ceiling tem­ 
peratures. 


The best way to achieve balanced heat­ 
ing is with a hydronic (modem hot wa­ 
ter) heating system using baseboard 
panels. The panels are mounted at ankle 
height on the outside walls, warming the 
floors and acting as a barrier against the 
cold and drafts. 


With hydronic baseboard, even if your 
home is a barn, it w ill feel like a palace. 


Self-cleaning snow 


The next time it snows, how would you 
like to watch it fall and admire how pret­ 
ty it is, secure in the belief that you 
won’t have to spend back-breaking time 
to clean it off your driveway? Sounds 
pretty good, doesn’t it? 


W ell, this is another possibility avail­ 
able to people who have hydronic heat­ 
ing, reports the National Better Heating- 
Cooling Council. 


Hydronic snow melting consists of a 
network of tubing or piping buried from 
one-half inch to two inches below the 
sidewalk and driveway surface and con­ 
nected to the home heating system. A 
sm all pump circulates a mixture of anti­ 
freeze and heated water. This system is 
controlled by a thermostat, and when­ 
ever the surface of the concrete falls to 
34 degrees F, it goes into operation. 


A separate ‘air thermostat’ is recom­ 
mended to de-activate the system when 
the air temperature falls below 15 de­ 
grees F. According to weather experts, 
there is little likelihood that snow w ill 
fall when it’s that cold. Because the sys­ 
tem only operates between 15 degrees F 
and 34 degrees F, the burden on the 
house heating system is kept to a min­ 
imum.

Except for a brief recovery period in 
late spring, activity in the existing home 
market throughout 1974 has been slowed 
by adverse mortgage-market conditions, 
the survey reported. 
The survey indicates the median price 
nationally of an existing single-family 
home in October was $31,870, an increase 
of 10.3 per cent from the $28,890 median 


price for October 1973. This marked the 
eighth consecutive month the year-to- 
year price rise matched or exceeded IO 
per cent. 
With the exception of the South, price 
advances were uniform on a regional 
basis. In the Northeast, the year-to-year 
price rise was ll per cent to $37,190; 
North Central, ll per cent to $27,470; 
Southern, 6 per cent to $30,770, and West­ 
ern region, ll per cent to $34,720. 
By price class, October sales indicate a 
continuing shrinkage of the number of 
homes available in lower-price cate­ 
gories, and an increase in homes avail­ 


able at $30,000 or more. This October 45.5 
per cent of homes sold were at prices 
ranging from under $10,000 to $29,999, 
and last year 53.5 per cent of sales were 
in those price ranges. 
Percentages follow, with October 1973, 
figures in parentheses; $9,999 or under, 
2.3 per cent (2.8 per cent); $10,000 to 
$14,999, 5.4 per cent (6.9 per cent); 
$15,000 to $19,999, 10.5 per cent (12.5 per 
cent); $20,000 to $24,999, 12.9 per cent 
(15.4 per cent); $25,000 to $29,999, 14.4 
per cent (15.9 per cent); $30,000 to 
$39,999, 24.1 per cent (21.9 per cent); 
$40,000 to $49,999, 13.9 per cent (11.7 per 


cent); and $50,000 and over, 16.5 per cent 
(12.9 per cent).

Real estate facts

The home improvement industry is 
booming according to the National Home 
Improvement Council (NHIC). The NHIC 
expects an increase of up to 20 per cent 
in business this year over the 1973 mark 
of $18.9 billion, based on Department of 
Commerce figures. 
According to a recent article in the 
New York News, many homeowners are 
tackling 
home 
improvement 
projects 
themselves rather than hiring profes­ 
sionals, in the interest of saving any­ 
where from 30 per cent to 60 per cent in 
costs. 
But whether you hire a professional or 
do it yourself, there are certain things 
you should keep in mind if you’re remod­ 
eling with an eye to enhancing your 
home’s resale value. 
First, you can’t expect a dollar-for-dol- 
lar return on every improvement you 
make. Some improvements have a high 
percentage of recovery cost; others have 
ony nominal resale value. 
And, second, it’s possible to over­ 
improve property in terms of the value 
of neighboring homes. Snould your im­ 
provement mean that the home is worth 
far more than other homes in the neigh­ 
borhood, it would be difficult to gain that 
new value in the sale of the home. 
One dollar spent on remodeling adds 
only about 50 cents to the resale price of 
a house, according to a recent survey. 
Some improvements add nothing at all. 


While modernizing a kitchen or bath­ 
room is almost certain to reap maximum 
return in resale value, outdoor improve­ 
ments -- adding a patio or landscaping 
extensively — told to be risky in­ 
vestments. Exterior improvements, such 
as adding storm windows, aluminum sid­ 
ing or new shingles also offer little re­ 
turn. 
Before remodeling, you and your fami­ 
ly should decide what repairs are im­ 
perative and what improvements are 
merely desirable. Keep in mind that 
what seems a necessary improvement to 
you may not seem so to the family who 
m i#it one day offer to buy your home. 
And remember, above all, that the 
most important factor in the sale price of 
a home is the quality of the neighbor­ 
hood. 
If the average price of a home in your 
neighborhood is $35,000 and your house 
cost $30,000, you may recover most of a 
$5,000 remodeling project. But a $10,000 
improvement venture might price you 
out of the market for homes in tnat 
neighborhood.

Cabling can prevent damage Interest rates affecting 
mobile home shipments 


Weather forecasters are predicting a 
more severe winter than usual this year, 
with storms, snows and frigid spells in 
many parts of the nation. Ice-covered 
trees glistening in the crisp air of a 
bright winter morning may be pleasing 
to the eye, but can mean total destruc­ 
tion for some trees. 
The greatest threat to structurally 
weak trees are winter storms. Freezing 
rain sometimes builds up enormous loads 
of ice on trunks and branches. Tree 
limbs may be encased in an ice load 
weighing more than one hundred times 
as much as the limbs themselves. Liter­ 
ally tons of ice may coat the entire tree. 
At a certain point, branches begin to 
snap off or whole limbs crash to the 
ground. Fine trees can become splin­ 
tered wreckage. 
“ Many deciduous trees divide into 
structurally weak V-shaped forks which 
tower upward and outward. Wood fibers 
are weakest at the point where these 
branches join and, unless cabled, are 
likely to split under stress of winds or 
ice,’* Mr. Martin L. Davey, Jr., of The 
Davey Tree Expert Company said. “ Cab­ 
ling, skillfully done by a professional ar­ 
borist, provides needed support to the 
main limbs and saves the framework of 
the tree from ruin.** 
Because of such inherent properties as 
heavy foliage and brittleness of wood, 
some species of trees are more suscep­ 
tible than others to breakage by ice 
storms and winds. These include, honey 
locust, horse chestnut, 
mimosa 
(silk 
tree), poplars, maples, sassafras, Sibe­ 
rian elm, tulip tree and willows. 
Many trees can be saved by cabling 
and bracing which unites the separate 
parts of the tree to distribute the pres­ 
sures of weights and strains. Inconspic­ 


uous cables installed high in the tops and 
reinforced by bracing rods near the fork 
will relieve the strain and often save 
trees from destruction. They hold the 
trunks securely and provide strength the 
fork itself lacks. 
In bracing, prepared lengths of steel 
rods with lag threads at both ends are 
commonly used. The holding power of 
such rods which are 5/8” and 7/8” in 
diameter is similar to that of ordinary 
wood screws fastening two boards to­ 
gether. 
Rigid braces are employed to support 
crotches, to hold split limbs or trunks 
together, to support cavities and to pre­ 
vent two large branches from rubbing 
against each other. 
“ Each individual tree is a separate 
problem and no system of cabling or me- 
c h a n i c a I support can be designed 
which will be applicable to all trees,” 
Mr. Davey pointed out. 
Since cables are a standard form of 
insurance 
against splitting of 
weak 
V-shaped forks, they are usually in­ 
stalled to support little weight except un­ 
der extra strains which occur on the 
limb during wind, rain or sleet storms. 
The usefulness of a cable lies in its abili­ 
ty to transfer part of the weight of a 
weak branch or limb to a stronger one, 
perhaps many feet distant. 
A professional arborist never ties cab­ 
les around trunks or limbs of trees. The 
constant pressure and growth of the tree 
could cause a constriction over the con­ 
ducting channels which has a girdling ef­ 
fect that may kill the branch above the 
wrapping. For this reason, cables are at­ 
tached to the limbs with eye screws, 
hooked-end lag screws or eye bolts of 
sizes which vary to suit the size of the 
tree. 


Manufacturers’ shipments of mobile 
homes to retailers for October totaled 
23,730 compared to the 44,970 homes ship­ 
ped in October 1973, a decline of 47 per 
cent according to E. C. Allen (Mobile 
Home Industries), Board chairman of 
the Mobile Homes Manufacturers Associ­ 
ation. 
“ Industry shipments which have been 
hurt by high interest rates throughout 
the year, are apparently feeling the im­ 
pact of an economy in a recession 
phase,” Allen said. 
Cumulatively shipments are off 32 per 
cent, 341,220 homes compared to last 
year’s IO month total of 500,050.

When shopping for a new home, give 
more consideration to heating than to 
cooling, advises the National Better 
Heating-Cooling Council. Remember that 
in most parts of the country heat is 
needed at least eight months of the year. 
Cooling, on tire other hand, is needed for 
a few weeks, or a month at most. For 
optimum comfort, the Council recom­ 
mends hydronic heating with baseboard 
heating panels installed on outside walls.

Ifs fmancial report card time again! How did you do finan­ 
cially In 1974? Did your net worth rise? If it fell, can you 
account for the reasons? 
While there’s no requirement for year-to-year increases, 
accumulations of assets, increased equity in a home, an in­ 
crease in cash value of life ixBuranoe, and vested interests in 
retirement plans usually post gains in personal net worth. 
“ Your Personal Money Plan” is a complete system for 
managing your family’s money, and the personal balance 
sheet is only one of the 18 worksheets inchided These work­ 
sheets will help you determine your net worth and take posi­ 
tive steps for correcting any problems. (To order your copy 
of “ Your Personal Money Plan,” send $1 and your printed 
name and address to Managing Your Family’s Money to Pad­ 
dock Pubficatiofls, P.O. Box 28#, Arlington Heights.

When completing the worksheet, remember that a personal 
balance sheet represents a snapshot of yom* financial condi­ 
tion as of a specific instant. Cash you may have in the bank 
can be spent the next day, but for the purposes of the net 
worth calculation, it remains an asset over all. 


YOUR NET-WORTH calculation can be more than a year- 
end report card. By analyzing the individual entries and the 
result, you can determine these important hits of informa­ 
tion: 
• Are all your assets working as bard as they might? 
Investments, savings, money tied up in insurance caki values 
and miscellaneous properties should be yielding returns that 
keep up with inflation. If not, they are generating negative 
income. 
Excessive cash in a checking account beyond the amount 
needed to assure free check-writing represents lazy nonwork­ 
ing dollars. Excessive cash in a passbook savings account is 
not generating enough in t« ^ income to keep abreast of the 
depreciating purdiasing power of the doUar. A rainy-day 
“ comfort lump” in savings is desirable and necessary for 
good family money management, but any excess represents 
lazy dollars that are shirking their responsibility. 
For one analysis of your personal balance sheet, divide 
your assets (those things you own) into working and nonwork­ 
ing categories. A savings account is a wmidng asset. So, too.

are stocks, investments in income-producing property, bonds 
and the cash value of life insurance. 
Nonworking assets include your car, home furnishings, a 
boat and other personal property. Your biggest asset could be 
the bouse you own — along with the bank or mortgage com­ 
pany. The equity in a personal residence can be a leveraged, 
hard-working asset that likely will outperform inflation. 
After you have divided your assets into working and non­ 
working cat^ories, examine them for possible switdies. Lazy 
assets that are not working as hard as they might may be 
holding back growth of your net worth if you value it in terms 
of purchasing power rather than simply in dollars. 
• Does the increase in net worth, if any, represent a loss or 
gain in real dollar value? TTiat is, did the increase in net 
worth equal, exceed, or fail to matdh inflation? If your net 
worth increased only five percent while inflation cut the pur­ 
chasing pow'er of ywir dollar by 12 per cent over the pa^ 
year, then your real net worth declined. 
• How about liabilities? Did your debt load increase either 
in total dollars or as a percent of your assets? A total look at 
how much you owe could be an early warning that you may 
have allowed your family to become overloaded with debts — 
a highly vulnerable position in view (rf the country’s pre­ 
carious financial condition and the sorry state of the econo­ 
my. 
• (}an you account for any disturbing revelations? If your 
net worth declined, was it b^ause of one or more children in 
college, a nonrecurring casualty loss, or a deep decline in the 
value of stocks or mutual funds? If you can identify the rea­ 
sons for differences, you can benefit in 1975 by taking steps to 
(Arrect problems and reinforce your positive actions. 
Comparisons of year-end results from year to year afford 
one of the biggest advantages of a continuing series of per­ 
sonal balance sheet summations of a year’s money-related 
activities.

From 1952 until 1960, he was vice presi­ 
dent of the Sun Steel Company. In 1956, 
he started an investigation of the State 
Auditor’s office which led to uncovering 
the Hodge scandal. 
Subject of Mr. Hewlett’s talk before 
the Northwest Suburban Board of Real­ 
tors will be, “ Economy and Efficiency in 
a Public Office” . He will discuss what he 
has been doing to save money for the 
taxpayers of Illinois.

No. 2 — Ending what appeared to be a 
never-ending stranglehold on the state 
gymnastics crown by Hinsdale Central, 
the Hersey gym team of Coach Don Von 
Ebers took the title. The Huskies had a 
goal — winning the championship for 
Gary Morava, a former Hersey star who 
died after a gymnastics accident. The 
goal was achieved, thanks in part to the 
first-place co-title performance of side 
horse man Bruce Freedman. 


St. Viator tops Evanston 


No. 3 — Stunning the experts and 
shocking their opponents to boot, the St. 
Viator Lions of Coach Jim Lyne regis­ 
tered a monumental victory for the area 
with their win over Evanston in football. 
The Wildkits, a perennial powerhouse, 
had only lost 34 games compared to 119 
wins and four ties under Coach Murney 
Lazier., It proved area teams could play 
with the best in the state.

Rick Morris, defending Illinois high

Suburbs ’74: a year for political corruption 


Political corruption were popular words in the Northwest 
suburbs this year. So were indictment, trial and conviction. 
Eight form er village and township officials of Wheeling and 
Hoffman Estates were sent to federal prison; two more 
Wheeling officials are serving a probation and a suspended 
sentence. In Schaumburg, municipal records dating back five 
years were subpoeaned as part of a probe into village govern­ 
ment. 
U. S. Atty. Jam es Thompson’s biggest catch was Jam es 
Stavros, 
former 
Wheeling 
Township 
Democratic 
com­ 
mitteeman and behind-the-scenes political m astermind in 
Wheeling. Stavros, indicted for extortion, conspiracy to com­ 
mit extortion and filing a false income-tax return, pleaded 
guilty to the charges and is serving a four-year prison sen­ 


tence. He was fined $25,000. 
STAVROS, THREE former Wheeling officials and two coun­ 
ty officials were indicted for extorting more than $300,000 
from several developers and Wickes Inc., in return for village 
zoning approval, building perm its and other favors between 
1968 and 1973. All but the two couny officials pleaded guilty to 
being part of the m ajor shake down operation. Reports 
showed that Stavros, who started receiving zoning payoffs as 
early as 1958, am assed $3.4 million before going to jail. 
Others indicted were former Wheeling building director Wil­ 
liam Bieber, serving a one-year prison sentence; former 
trustee Michael Valenza, serving a one-year probation after 
turning chief source of information for the government; and 
former trustee William Hart, Valenza’s business partner who 


is serving a one-year suspended sentence for his role in the 
shakedown. 
The county officials, Nicholas Phillips of Prospect Heights 
and Ira Colitz, are awaiting trial. 
1974 ALSO SAW six former Hoffman Estates officals sent to 
prison for accepting a total of $35,000 in bribe money from 
Kaufman and Broad, largest home builder in the United 
States. The money was paid via Bernard M. Peskin, former 
state representative and attorney for the building firm. 
The Hoffman Estates officials pleaded guilty; Kaufman and 
Broad pleaded no contest and was fined $50,000. Peskin, who 
collected $100,000 from Kaufman and Broad, pleaded not guil­ 
ty, was convicted and sentenced to prison but has not served 
because he is appealing the verdict. 


Those sent to jail were Roy L. Jenkins, mayor at the time 
of the bribes in 1968, serving a two-year sentence; Edward F. 
Pinger, first mayor of Hoffman Estates and former member 
of the planning and zoning commission, sentenced to 18 
months, now paroled; Howard J. Noble, trustee, and Jam es 
L. Sloan, trustee, both sentenced to six months and now pa­ 
roled; Herbert Gibson, trustee, sentenced to one year, now 
paroled; and Gerard L. Meyer, sentenced to six months and 
now paroled. 
In June, complete municipal records back to 1969 were sub­ 
poeaned in Schaumburg by a federal grand jury. The sub- 
poeanas called for all contracts, personnel records, names of 
village trustees and other officials, building perm its, zoning 
records and minutes of all meetings. 
Mother, baby die 
and ambulance 
battle rages on 


Tragedy struck Elk Grove Township in 
January, resulting in the death of 
a 
mother and unborn child and a con­ 
troversy that still goes on. 


An Elk Grove Township woman, de­ 
nied ambulance service by the Elk Grove 
Village Fire Dept., died of massive blood 
clot in her lungs while at home. Jean 
Pettee, 36, was eight months pregnant 
with her sixth child. Efforts to save the 
baby failed. 


Mrs. Pettee died iii her home in unin­ 
corporated Itasca Meadows subdivision 
three blocks from a hospital and four 
blocks from the Elk Grove fire depart­ 
ment. Fire Chief Allen Hulett decided to 
recall the Elk Grove ambulance on the 
way to the Pettee home when he dis­ 
covered the family did not contract with 
Elk Grove for fire protection. He imme­ 
diately notified the Roselle Fire Dept., 
six miles away.

Wheeling rallies to replace loss 
Outrage follows bombing of library 


Students and staff at Wheeling High 
School and members of the community 
were shocked and outraged in June when 
two youths firebombed the Wheeling 
High School library, causing $350,000 
damage. 


Erwin J. Kopecky and James Serowka, 
both 18, were sentenced to five years’ 


probation and three years in a work-re- 
lease program through the House of Cor­ 
rections after pleading guilty to the 
crime. The teens also had to pay High 
School Dist. 214 for part of the damage 
and 22,000 books lost in the fire. 
The youths were charged with throw­ 
ing bricks and Molotov cocktails through 
the library windows, touching off the 


fire. Neither ever said publicly why they 
did it.

THIS NEARLY COMPLETED fwo-sto- 
ry house in Elk Grove Village was 
pushed off its foundation July 14 
when a 
fierce 
windstorm 
ripped 
through the Northwest suburbs. In 35 
minutes, the storm lashed through 
northern Schaumburg Township, Pala­ 
tine, Arlington Heights, Mount Pros­ 
pect and Des Plaines, causing dam­ 
age and extensive power failures. 


Reye’s Syndrome, a rare childhood dis­ 
ease, made the headlines in February 
and March in what probably was the sad­ 
dest local story of the year. 


Three Northwest suburban youths from 
Arlington Heights, Hoffman Estates and 
Elk Grove Village died from the disease 
and more were hospitalized. The disease, 
for which doctors have no cure, hit the 
entire Chicago area and killed more than 
IO children aged 6 months to 18 years. 


Northwest suburban hospitals reported 
“ telephone panic” as mothers called 
about their children home in bed with the 
flu. Although little is known about Reye’s 
Syndrome, doctors believe it follows a 
virus such as influenza-B or chickenpox. 


Early diagnosis of the disease is the 
best way to cure it, doctors said. Symp­ 
toms include severe stomach pains, per- 
s i s t e n t 
vomiting, 
sleepiness, 
dis­ 
orientation and finaly, convulsions and 


coma. 


Dems rip through facade 
of ‘Republican’ suburbs 


The Democrats swept November na­ 
tional, state and county elections in the 
aftermath of Watergate and made a sur­ 
prisingly successful showing in the tra­ 
ditionally Republican suburbs. 


In the 10th Congressional District, 
Democrat Abner Mikva beat incumbent 
Samuel Young by more than 3,000 votes. 
The vote was a reverse of the 1972 race 
when Young unseated incumbent Mikva 
by more than 7,000 votes. 


The Northwest suburbs* other Congres­ 
sional seat went to Republican U.S. Rep. 
Philip Crane, R-12th, who returned to the 
House of Representatives for his third 
full term. But in Cook County, Demo­ 
crats filled all positions except the six 
suburban county board seats. And all but 
one of 21 judicial posts went to Demo­ 
crats. 


Democratic candidates for the Illinois 
House of Representatives led the ticket 
in three of five legislative districts in the 
Northwest suburbs. 
State 
Rep. 
Richard 
A. 
Mugalian, 
D-Palatine, narrowly outdistanced the 
two Republican winners to obtain his sec­ 
ond term in the 2nd District. In the 5th 
District, incumbent State Rep. Jack W il­ 
liams, D-Franklin Park, topped the ticlr- 
et, followed closely by newcomer Ted Le- 
verenz, D-River Grove. 
In the 4th District, State Rep. Aaron 
Jaffe, D-Skokie, outdistanced State Rep. 
Robert Juckett, R-Park Ridge, by more 
than 2,000 votes and State Rep. Eugene 
F. Schlickman, R-Arlington Heights, by 
2,957. 
In the 1st and 3rd Districts, where all 
incumbents were reelected, Republicans 
held their traditional top posts.

Regional transit conies to area—by 1% 


Although they were not happy about it, 
the suburbs got 
a Regional Trans­ 
portation Authority this year to meet the 
mass transit needs of the six-county Chi­ 
cago area. 
A I per cent margin in the March 19 
referendum breathed life into the pro­ 
posed mass transit organization that 
would coordinate bus and rail travel in 
the city and suburbs. 
Surviving two legal tests, one reaching 
the Illinois Supreme Court, the RTA be­ 
came “ official” and eight board mem­ 
bers were picked to run it. They set 
aside most of the expected duties until a

The rest of the year was filled with

CTA chairman Milton Pikarsky re­ 
mained the primary contender for chair­ 
man and the year closed with threats 
that suburban legislators would ask the 
Illinois General Assembly to give away 
the board’s power to pick a chairman, 
granting the appointment to the governor 
or the legislature itself.

Some people lose themselves in their 
work. 


Others find themselves. 


In an old-fashioned white frame house, 
once a Des Plaines residence, Martin 
(M arty) M. Parker directs a unique busi­ 
ness operation, unique because the em­ 
ployes, all emotionally disturbed persons, 
not only provide low-cost service to small 
businesses, but, in doing so, actively be­ 
come involved in their owTn therapy. 


Green Tree Industries, a sheltered 
workshop on Forest Hospital grounds, is 
a beehive of activity. Its “ employe- 
patients” 
do 
independent 
productive 
work under the supervision of trained 
hospital personnel. It might be light as­ 
sembly, parts inspecting or printing. It 
might be as simple as hand packaging or 
as complex as putting together the com­ 
ponents of a copier machine. One time it 
was car waxing. 


IT ALL D EPEN D S on what type of 
business service Marty is able to solicit. 
His target is every corporation in the 
State of Illinois. His method is advertis­ 
ing. His promise is reliability, efficien­ 
cy and responsibility. And that has re­ 
sulted in 80 per cent repeat business. 


Except that it not be boring, the type 
of w'ork the employe is doing is of little 
importance. That he is deriving feelings 
of status, individual worth and satisfac­ 
tion is of supreme importance. Ninety- 
five per cent of the people working there 
are otherwise unemployable at present. 
Green Trees is their transitional link 
with the “ outside.” 


Green Tres is staffed by Parker, the 
director, who has his master’s degree in 
counseling psychology and is currently 
working with Dr. Morris Aderman on his 
Ph.D in industrial psychology; Jerry Cif- 
fone, assistant to the director and a so­ 
cial therapist trainee; Shirley Grandt, a 
staff nurse specializing in psychiatric 
patients; and Greg Duff, a staff assist­ 


ant.

SERVIN G AS employers is only one 
facet of the role of the staff members at 
the workshop. They also offer warmth 
and acceptance in a sheltered social en­ 
vironment. They serve as teachers, first 
evaluating the employe-patient’s poten­ 
tial depending upon his degree of emo­ 
tional stress, then teaching him a job 
that is challenging enough to restore his 
sense of self-worth. 


II omen and children lirst 
Finding runaway parents

Several months ago a reader wrote to 
this column seeking help in solving a dif­ 
ficult marital problem. Hers was a typi­ 
cal second marriage situation in which 
the husband was supporting two sets of 
children, three by a former marriage 
and two by his marriage to his second 
wife. Her husband, the woman said, was 
under great financial strain, barely able 
to meet support demands plus the cost of 
maintaining his present home. He had 
recently named all five children as bene­ 
ficiaries in his life insurance policy over 
his present wife’s vigorous objections. 
She then threatened to divorce him. 
I cautioned her to take it easy, pointing 
out two problems that might hit her si­ 
multaneously. She was unskilled and 
could not fit into the job market, and she 
would have the responsibility of caring 
for her two children. I asked her to con­ 
sider among other things that an addi­ 
tional burden would be placed on her 
husband who then would have the added 
expense of paving for a place to live. 
Three households! He might lose heart, 
take off for peris unknown, leaving all 
the children, spouse and ex-spouse to 
fend for themselves or seek help from 
public aid. I suggested that she first de­ 
velop a skill, then employment or even, if 
she still loved her husband, try to help 


him work out his financial problems be­ 
fore considering a divorce. 


I DO NOT KNOW if she heeded my 
suggestions. Apparently they were too 
late for another woman who divorced her 
husband because she had a similar prob­ 
lem. 
“ What can I do now?” she asked. “ I 
have an order for child support but can’t 
find my husband. I think he’s skipped 
town. I understand his first wife doesn’t 
know where he is either. He hasn’t paid 
her or me anything for the last six 
months. Her children are 15 and 17, old 
enough to start supporting themselves, 
but my four range in age from 5 to 9.” 
My ounce of prevention may have 
failed, but I think I can suggest a pound 
of cure. Something can be done. In spite 
of all the criticism leveled against in­ 
adequate court procedures, we can ap­ 
preciate the fact that conditions in the 
domestic relations area are looking a 
great deal better. 
• Contrary to the way it was years 
ago, we now have the Uniform Recipro­ 
cal Enforcement of Support Act which 
even' state has adopted in some form or 
anotner. A wife (or ex-wife) may have 
her lawyer go to court in her own home 
state no matter where her husband 
might be living and complain of his fail­ 
ure to pay. The court then gets in touch

with the proper officials where the man 
resides and they track him down. 
Like everything else, the law isn’t per­ 
fect. It can’t, for instance, track down a 
man who has changed his name or occu­ 
pation, or comb every state to find an 
errant husband. 
Moral obligations and legal ones can­ 
not always be separated and enforced. 
But the law tries. 
• How can a runaway parent be 
found? One point in favor of our comput­ 
erized space age is that we have a whole 
string of numbers in addition to our 
name. Every person who works must 
have a Social Security number which can 
be found on almost every document 
needed to function in our complex world. 
Federal and state tax returns, drivers’ 
licenses, savings account and credit ap­ 
plications, insurance records all contain 
a person’s Social Security number. 
• In addition there are employer re­ 
ports (withholding taxes, for one) to keep 
track of an individual. 
• There is another remedy available 
to a person’s lawyer in tracking down a 
runaway parent who is reluctant to pay. 
Because of federal statute certain sec­ 
tions of the Social Security Act,* the De­ 
partment of Health, Education and Wel­ 
fare or the Department of Labor has the 
authority to release information rela .ag 
to anyone employed or even a self-em­ 
ployed person. These disclosures, how­ 
ever, may be made only under certain 
limited conditions. 
It would be helpful to know as much 
about a husband’s habits, work skills and 
even his favorite state, in the event he 
decides to leave home and shrug off his 
responsibilities. The more a 
woman 
knows about her husband, the sooner she 
is likely to find him.

In a parental role, they offer love and 
individual attention; as counselors, they 
listen, guide and support. Their three- 
generation range enables them to be em­ 
pathetic with all ages, from late adoles­ 
cents to old people. 


Staff members offer friendship in spe­ 
cial ways such as social nights — bingo, 
auctions, games; field trips; the sharing 
of everyday experiences. As heads of the 
Green Tree mini-community, they en­ 
courage, and get, full participation in the 
tasks and responsibilities of the shop, 
from setting up the work, completing it, 
loading the trucks and cleaning up the 
mess — even typing out the checks. 


E A C H

gets 
wages commensurate with his productiv­ 
ity, based on the Illinois State Charter 
for Sheltered Workshops. 


Staff members at times must also be 
mediators, helping to resolve differences 
among the workers. “ These people have 
had problems with relationships on the 
outside,” said Jerry Ciffone. “ Now they 
are working out relationships with each 
other.” 


While filling these various roles, staff 
members never fail to be aware that 
“ Industries” is part of Green Tree’s 
name, and as such it is a bona fide work­ 
ing group. 


“ Most of these people will become em­ 
ployable,” said Jerry. “ Nobody’s ever 
here forever!” 


THE BUILD IN G can accommodate a 
maximum of 40 people at any one time, 
including the four staff members. Of 
these, about 23 are outpatients, referred 
by doctors, mental health organizations, 
other hospitals, the Illinois State Em ­ 
ployment Service, and these patients 
most often work full days. Another 25 to

time, and work for short periods. Also 
included among the workers is a small 
group of elderly from Golf Pavilion 
Nursing Home in Des Plaines. 


At Green Trees, persons from any 
walk of life find a reassuring link to help 
them re-enter the mainstream of society. 


“ Our employe-patients have included 
typists, printers, lawyers, people who 
hold Ph.Ds, even a doctor now and 
then,” said Shirley Grandt. 


One man is foreman of a huge corpo­ 
ration now. Three women who were sui­ 
cidal are now living useful lives. 


“ SUCCESS IS NOT only helping some­ 
one to go back to work,” added Jerry, 
“ but maintaining within the shop those 
who are severely sick. When a person 
w'ho hasn’t spoken a word in six months 
softly answers ‘yes’ or ‘no,* or smiles for 
the first time, that’s success, too.” 


“ A working patient learns to adjust in 
three w7ays,” said director Parker. “ He 
adjusts in a social sense through contact 
with fellow workers, in a cognitive way 
by learning to internalize the instructions 
given him, in a physical way by meeting 
certain limits, such as work hours, rest 
periods, lunch breaks. There is a real 
consistency in each of these, and in the 
whole operation. There has been a nice 
steady smooth increase in running this 
business.” 


THAT IS AN understatement. Since 


DEBURRING PLASTIC spools at the 
rate of about 1,000 a day keeps 


many hands busy at Green Trees. 


Marty Parker became director two and a 
half years ago, activity at Green Tree 
has increased fourfold. The business has 
spread from a portion of one floor to the 
entire house; the staff has increased 
from two (M arty and Shirley) to four. 
And the business is on its feet financial­ 
ly, substantially self-supporting, the bal­ 
ance subsidized by Forest Hospital Foun­ 
dation, a non-profit organization. 


James G. Bailee of the Illinois State 
Employment Service heads the nine-per­ 
son board of directors, which includes 
Morris B. Squire, president of Forest 
Hospital. 


And Marty Parker is the driving force, 
combining his extensive education in 
psychology with experience in both coun­ 
seling and small business. 


“ I NEV’E R WANTED to be a sales­ 
man,” he said of Ivs business experience. 


Work is contracted with Kingston 
Plastics, Des Plaines. Other custom­ 


ers include Ekco Products. 


“ But then I discovered that life is being 
a salesman!” 


His enthusiasm spills over as he ex­ 
plores future possibilities for Green Tree 
Industries. He envisions a garage to 
train mechanics, small stores such as a 
bakery, an entire little village. 


“ There is no lim it to what could ba 
done here!” he exclaims. 


With expansion, Green Tree Industries 
could serve more small businesses, could 
help a great many more emotionally dis­ 
turbed people.

Dear Dorothy: I’ve been looking for a 
good recipe for Chicken Paprika.

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Warranty bill bas good, bad points 


The long-awaited Consumer Product 
Warranty bill and its attendant provi­ 
sions concerning the Federal Trade Com­ 
mission was sent to President Ford just 
before Congress adjourned in December. 
By the time this column goes to press, it 
is expected that the President will have 
signed the bill. 
Basically, the legislation will require 
manufacturers to label their products as 
having either “full*’ or “limited”’ war­ 
ranties. To offer a “full” warranty, man­ 
ufacturers would have to meet certain 
standards set forth in the law — primar­ 
ily, they would have to offer to repair, 
replace or refund, within a reasonable 
time and without charge, if their product 
proves defective during the warranty pe­ 
riod. 
The legislation also affirms the FTC's 
authority to seek economic relief for con­ 
sumers victimized by a fraud and its 
right to go directly into court to seek in­ 
junctions, subpoenas or consum. r redr­ 
ess. It no longer must depend upon the 
Justice Department to represent it in 
company if the item purchased i 
such instances. 


THE BAD NEWS in the legislation, 
however, is that it throw's up a lot of 
additional red tape for the FTC in its 
rule-making capacity. Now, before the 
agency can issue rules governing the 
conduct of any industry, it must follow a 
detailed blueprint of procedures drawn 
up by the Congress and reportedly more 
complicated than the already formidable 
procedures currently applying.

to withhold payment from a credit card 
company if the item purchased is un­ 
satisfactory and if the retailer has re­ 
fused to rectify the problem.

Each of these pieces of 
legislation could spell dramatic changes 
for the good of consumers — but they 
could also contain serious weaknesses.

BIKE SAFETY: While the Consumer 
Product Safety Commission has post­ 
poned the effective date of its new safety 
requirements for bicycle manufacturers, 
two states have passed their own safety 
requirement which becomes effective to­ 
day. 
New York and Rhode Island now re­ 
quire that all new bicycle tires sold in 
the two states be constructed with a strip 
of retro-reflective material in the side­ 
walls around the circumference of the 
tire.

Usher in the new year with some bell 
ringers 
designed 
to 
brighten 
fam ily 
meals. Mrs. Charles Triphahn of Des 
Plaines offers several recipes featuring 
bacon — one of her favorite flavoring in­ 
gredients. 
Judy Triphahn often incorporates ba­ 
con into her appetizers, entree and vege­ 
tables. It adds an interesting and dis­ 
tinctive taste to each, she said. 
When making Bacon Cheese Puffs, a 
fam ily favorite, for company, she always 
doubles the recipe so there are extras 
for sons Jeff, 13, and Scott, ll, to snack 
on. 
These appetizers are made from a 
mixture of sharp Cheddar cheese, butter, 
flour and salt seasoned with crisp bacon 
bits. The batter is formed into small 
balls and chilled or frozen before baking. 
Judy likes to keep a supply on hand in 
the freezer. They keep well for a couple 
of months and need only be popped into 
the oven for ten minutes before serving. 
They are sim ilar to a soft cookie in tex­ 
ture with an appealing cheese and bacon 
flavor. 
FO R TH E E N T R EE, skinned and de­ 
boned chicken breasts are wTapped in 
bacon, placed over a layer of chipped 
beef in a casserole and baked in a rich 
sauce from cream of chicken and celery 
soups. 
This dish is prepared a day ahead as it 
must be refrigerated overnight. 
The 
quantity is easily increased by adding 
more chicken and soup. Lots of gravy 
develops during the baking period, which 
Judy serves over chicken rice mix. 
As accompaniments she suggests fresh 
green beans cooked with bacon and on­ 
ion, a tossed salad and hot roils. 
For dessert, Judy recommends her 


husband Chuck’s favorite, Chocolate An­ 
gel Pie. She has found this to be popular 
with most men because it is rich yet 
light. 
The pie has a meringue shell, which 
can be prepared the day before, and a 
filling made with German sweet choco­ 
late and whipped cream. Nuts are used 
both in the meringue and as a topping 
for the pie. Although elegant in appear­ 
ance, Judy calls it a simple combination 
that is quite easy to prepare and always 
a success. 
As president of the Junior Woman s 
Club of Des Plaines and director of Des 
Plaines Community Chest, she finds the 
pie ideal for club meetings. It is also nice 
for bridge parties, which is another of 
Jud y’s interests. 


BACON C H EESE PU FFS 
4 strips bacon 
I 5-ounce jar Old English 
sharp cheddar cheese 
Vs stick butter or 
margarine 
Vs teaspoon salt 
Vs cup flour 
Cut bacon into tiny pieces. F ry crisp 
and drain. 
Thoroughly cream butter and cheese.

Back to budgeting with good taste 


Pennywise and time-saving. Who could 
ask for anything more in a main dish on 
busy days when budget is the word of the 
moment? 
Two favorite foods, frankfurters and 
cottage cheese, meet with noodles in a 
saucy dish that’s both quick and easy for 
♦he homemaker. Frankfurters are sliced 
into coin-sized circles and simmered in a 
zesty sauce. Cottage cheese is mixed 


right in with noodles for a protein boost . 
Though it looks like a casserole, it’s all 
prepared right on top of the range. 
Building a meal around this main dish 
offers no problems. Just assemble some 
assorted greens and/or vegetables for a 
tossed salad. Serve with French bread 
and butter, a pitcher of milk and some 
brownies or peppermint ice cream with 
chocolate sauce. 


Using sugar substitutes 


Faced with the increasing cost of sug­ 
ar, many homemakers are looking for 
ways to conserve sugar and to compare 
costs with other sweeteners. 
Irene Downey, University of Illinois 
Extension foods specialist, points out 
that the use of sweeteners other than 
sugar does not guarantee a savings in 
money. But, a knowledge of both weight 
and volume measures will help you com­ 
pare costs. 
For quick calculation, a pound of gran­ 
ulated white sugar contains 2 cups (ac­ 
tually, it averages close to 2U cups*. A 
pound of corn syrup measures 2 cups; a 
pound of honey, about I 1/3 cups) and a 
pound of molasses, about 1^ cups. 
If you wish to use honey, molasses or 
corn syrup in baking, you will get best 
results from especially developed reci­ 
pes. lf, however, you wish to try substi­ 
tutions in your favorite recipes for baked 
goods, here are some suggested guide­ 
lines: 
—Molasses, honey, or corn syrup may 
lie substituted for all the sugar in any 
recipe that calls for a small ratio of sug­ 
ar to other ingredients. This group in­ 
cludes most breads, rolls, and muffins. 
—In recipes that call for a high ratio of 
sugar to other ingredients (most cakes 
and cookies), you need to reduce the 
amount of liquid in the recipe if you sub­ 
stitute molasses, honey, or corn syrup. 
Miss Downey recommends that you re­ 
duce the liquid ingredients one-fourth 
cup for each cup of molasses, honey, or 
corn syrup used. For example, if you 
substitute xk cup honey for Vz cup sugar, 
redice the liquid in the recipe by two ta­ 
blespoons. 
You will be more likely to have a suc­ 
cessful product if you substitute for only 
half the sugar in the recipe. Sweetening 
ingredients vary in sweetening power, 
have distinct flavors which may affect 
other flavoring ingredients in the prod­ 
uct, and differ from sugar in their effect 
on browning. 
Besides using sweeteners, you might 
consider these ways to cut down sugar 
consumption in your household: 
—Use canned fruit juices for sweet­ 
ening fruits and for making gelatin des­ 
serts, puddings, and beverages. 
—Use fresh and dried fruits without 
adding sugar. 
—Always use a little salt to help bring 
out the sweetness of a food. 
—Use fruit instead of rich sweets for 
dessert. Or use milk-based desserts such 
as custards and puddings. Although they

Miss Downey suggests that a change to 
a less sweet diet could be a bonus for 
your body’s nutritional status as well as 
for your pocketbook. Many Americans 
could probably improve their diets by re­ 
ducing sugar consumption.

Use less sugar for better health 
Mostly for men

Refreshing shrimp dishes 


help restore zest tor food 


In 1973, the per capita consumption of 
sugar in the U.S. (including that con­ 
sumed in soft drinks, bakery products 
and other foods) was 122 pounds, or an 
average of about one-third pound for ev­ 
ery person each day. 


for sugar in many recipes. In cakes, for 
example, use one cup of syrup in place of 
each cup of sugar and reduce the amount 
of liquid in the recipe by one-fourth. This 
method will not work well in the first 
place. 


If your appetite is jaded from holiday 
eating, here are two light 
and tasty 
shrimp recipes which will help to restore 
a zest for food. 
Shrimp Ramekins is the recipe of Mrs. 
Grover C. Moss, Dixon, 111., who uses it 
with a cocktail before a multi-course din­ 
ner.

To serve 6, you JI need IV* pounds un­ 
cooked, peeled

Melt 14-pound butter (or margarine) in a 
skillet, add shrimp and saute for 2 min­ 
utes. Add 8 ounces of sliced mushrooms 
and continue to cook over medium heat 
for 6 minutes, stirring frequently. Re­ 
serve. 
Beat 4 ounces cream cheese until light 
and place in a second skillet. Gradually 
add I cup dairy sour cream and bring to 
boiling point. Now add 2 teaspoons salt,

Most food prices 


expected 
rise 


Consumers can expect food prices to 
continue rising at an annual rate of 15 
per cent through the first half of next 
year, partly because supplies have been 
reduced by this year's poor crops, an Ag­ 
riculture 
Department 
economist 
pre­ 
dicted recently. 


But the food picture for 1975 as a whole 
depends heavily on whether farm crops 
make a hoped-for recovery next year, 
USDA official J. Dawson Ahalt said in a 
speech prepared for delivery to the de­ 
partment’s annual Outlook Conference. 


He said in an interview that good crops 
could produce a 1975 grocery bill aver­ 
aging less than IO per cent above 1974 — 
but another poor crop could push the an­ 
nual average more than 15 per cent 
above this year. 


Grocery store food prices for 1974 as a 
whole are currently expected to average 
about 15 per cent above 1973 following a 
16.3 per cent increase last year. 


Ahalt said next year’s price increases 
will be due to a combination of higher 
raw' farm product prices as well as “fur­ 
ther advances” in food marketing costs, 
which accounted for more than 80 per 
cent of the total 1974 increase in retail 
food prices.

highly promising. It is nearing the gener­ 
al use phase in Nebraska.

THE EXPERIM ENT is being financed 
by the U.S. Department of Agriculture 
(USDA) which, Steinert noted, has long 
been interested in nutrition for children. 
Steinert 
heads 
the 
Nebraska 
USDA's 
school lunch division. 
Based on the notion that kids generally 
just don’t eat right, the USDA, through 
the years, has tried to remedy the situ­ 
ation, at least in the school lunchroom. 
The USDA not only establishes its “type 
A” lunchroom menu but also determines 
how much of each food is to be served 
each youngster, and then provides some 
commodities for preparing the lunches. 
But 
Steinert said serving nutritious 
foods and getting youngsters to eat them 
were two different things. Such foods as 
broccoli and even apricots wound up in 
the garbage can. 
The new approach to teaching nutrition 
in the classroom begins by throwing 
away the health books. Mrs. Glenda Uhr- 
macher, project director, said they real­ 
ly afforded little more than oral reading 
and memorization practice anyway. 
The new idea is to make food “fun and 
exciting,” she added. 
An initial list of 30 highly nutritious 
foods was put together and served in 
lunchrooms with particular emphasis on 
foods discarded. 


As the price of sugar continues up­ 
ward, Americans can — and should — 
consume less of this sweetening 
sub­ 
stance, according to Sarah Crim, a Uni­ 
versity of Oklahoma home 
economics 
professor. 


We eat too much sugar anyway, said 
Mrs. Crim noting the exorbitant cost in­ 
creases in the last year. 
Sugar has risen about 400 per cent in 
the last year. Nor is there any indication 
that prices will drop in the future. When 
a sugar manufacturer announced a price 
decrease recently, many consumers ex­ 
pected to see lower retail prices. How­ 
ever, a spokesman for Jewel Food Stores 
explained that replacement costs have 
long exceeded the shelf price of sugar. 
Though it seems confusing, wholesale 
sugar costs are and have been higher 
than the $2.89 consumers have been pay­ 
ing for sugar. Even with the announced 
decrease, wholesale costs are still above 
current retail prices. 
It has been within the last year that 
sugar has become one of the most ex­ 
pensive items on the grocery list, but it 
has long been suspected of being detri­ 
mental to our health. 
“We know that over the U.S. we have a 
problem with obesity,” noted Mrs. Crim. 
“ Further more, since a high intake of 
sucrose (common table sugar) is at least 
theoretically suspected of contributing 
not only to obesity but also an increased 
chance of heart disease, diabetes and 
dental caries, we should be using less 
sugar simply for health reasons, regard­ 
less of cost,” she added.

MRS. UHRMACHER said it was found 
out early that many were thrown away 
not because youngsters had developed a 
real dislike for them but because the 
children “had a tendency to be afraid of 
new foods.” 


With the focus on variety rather than 
the 
carefully 
charted 
“ basic 
four” 
groups, rejected foods were taken into 
first through fourth grade classrooms. 
There the youngsters were allowed to 
touch them, dissect them, eat them raw 
and finally cook them. 


At the same time, information about 
various foods was presented. 


“The children were learning not only 
about proper diet but also about social 
studies, mathematics, language arts and 
reading,” said Mrs. Uhrmacher. 


When the foods were served once more 
in the lunchroom, the result was less 
waste and a better diet. 
Will the approach work for foods such 
as spinach? 


Mrs. Uhrmacher said she really didn’t 
know: 
We’ve done such horrible things to 
spinach that we’ve given the food a bad 
name.” 
She said there is one problem with the 
new aproach to nutrition education: get­ 
ting teachers to go along with it. “ It is 
still in the back of many minds that 
learning has to hurt a little bit.”

FOR REASONS OF both health and 
cost, Mrs. Crim advises attacking the 
problem from several angles, including 
substituting naturally sweet foods, corn 
syrup or artificial sweeteners, for some 
uses of sugar and with several methods 
of getting the most sweetness from the 
sugar used. Following are Mrs. Crim's 
suggestions: 
Warm foods seem to taste sweeter than 
when served cold. If the family demands 
cakes, for example, serve them warm 
from the oven without icing. Allow re­ 
frigerated fruits to reach room tempera­ 
ture before serving. 
Even grapefruit 
rarely will require additional sugar if 
slipped under the broiler for a few min­ 
utes before being brought to the table. 


Some flavorings used in baking require 
more sweetening than others. More sug­ 
ar is needed to make a chocolate dessert 
than a vanilla one, for example, because 
chocolate itself is bitter and must be 
sweetened more than other ingredients. 
If chocolate is a family favorite, reduc­ 
ing the amount of cocoa or unsweetened 
chocolate called for by the recipe could 
permit a proportional reduction in the 
amount of sugar needed. 


The use of fresh, naturally sweet fruits 
in place of cakes, pies and cookies not 
only would diminish the intake of sucr­ 
ose, but would add valuable minerals 
and vitamins to the diet. Similarly, rai­ 
sins or chopped dates could be sprinkled 
over breakfast cereals in place of other 
sweeteners. 
Corn syrup or honey can be substituted 


Easy meal loaf sauce 


Almost instant: a gourmet mushroom 
sauce for your meat loaf is made by mix­ 
ing one can of condensed cream of mush­ 
room soup with 1/3 cup of milk and heat­ 
ing. Add a few flecks of chopped pi­ 
miento for color. 


Cafe au Lait is a combination of equal 
parts of hot coffee and hot milk. If desir­ 
ed. a light spicing of cinnamon, ground 
cloves and or allspice may be added.

CORN SYRUP, though once more ex­ 
pensive to use than sugar, has not yet 
undergone a drastic price increase, and 
is currently somewhat cheaper to use 
than sugar. As prices change, however, 
the careful shopper can compare the cost 
of a 16-ounce corn syrup bottle, contain­ 
ing two cups, with the cost of a pound of 
sugar (two cups equal one pound). If you 
normally buy the 5 or IO pound bag, be 
sure to divide the total cost by the num­ 
ber of pounds in the container and use 
that figure for your comparison, as sugar 
purchased by the single pound is almost 
inevitably much higher. 
Most artificial sugar substitutes, such 
as saccharin, may be useful for sweet-
